

({nail Shooting: in California.

It is a well known fact, I presume, that our little friend Bob 
White is not found upon the Pacific Coast. But few Eastern 
sportsmen are acquainted, to any extent, with his two gaily- 
plumed cousins that here take hie place. The valley quail, with 
Ids slate-blue coat, mottled shirt bosom, white collar, and jaunty 
black plume hanging forward over his bill, Is well known to the 
majority of sportsmen either by picture or specimen; but neither 
of these, nor any description can convey an adequate Idea of the 
saucy, gamy little scamp In his native home. A trifle smaller 
than Bob White, he is his superior in everything but delicacy of 
Davor. He looks very tame as he trots along the road before 
your wagon, and so he is when young. But take him In the late 
Fall or Winter, when he has been bunted a little, and when the 
ground is pretty bare of grass, etc., and you will have about as 
lively a time to bag him as you want, unless you are a good wing 
shot and know just how to handle him. 

The great drawback to the sport he makes is, that In the 
southern part of the state at least, a dog cannot generally be 
used to much advantage except as a retriever. They give a 
strong scent and a dog will point them readily; but where the 
ground Is as bare of grass and weeds as It generally Is in Califor¬ 
nia in the Fall and early part of Winter, it Is so difficult to make 
them lie close that a good dog 


some fifty or sixty yards away in the brush, and see a few dark 
streaks “scooting” here and there along the ground. 

"That’s um I” So we'll now dismount and tie our horses and 
charge on them. Now remember what I tell you—shoot at them 
when they rise, with both barrels whether within shot or not; follow 
me and load as you go and don’t stop to potter to see whether you 
hit any or not unless you are sure that some fell dtad. 

We go toward them at a rapid walk and presently bear a 
“k-wook-k-woolwook! k-wook-ook!” from scores of little throats. 
Another step and the air thirty or forty yards ahead Is filled with 
a black cloud of birds, which are fifty yards off or more by the 
time we get our guns up. We empty four barrels at them but 
only one drops. Never mind it; It’s only winged and six dozen 
men couldn't catch It, and it wouldn't pay to Btop for It anyhow 
now. 

On we go at a rapid pace for the birds, which lit only about 
150 yards away. On reaching the spot where they lit we find 
nothing; but a “k-wook-ook" or “whit-whlt-whit” ahead of us 
betrays the place of the running rascals. Again we charge on 
them, and now, as they rise, you see they are spread over five 
times the space they were before. If we had not been In a 
burry they would all have got together again and been 100 yards 
further on. 

Still they rise out of shot, but as we fire into them the flock 
breaks and scatters wide apart over several acres when they alight. 


And here I am reminded of an Incident that is either funny 
or else I am a fool, for It afforded me a day’s laughter. I took 
out an Eastern gentleman who was stopping at the same house 
with me to Introduce him. He had all the symptoms of a sports¬ 
man, Including the necessary lingo, In fact was an oracle in talk. 

We called first on a flock of a few thousand or so (this of 
course seems big talk, but in two weeks I killed 150 out of this 
very flock and could then see no difference in Its size). We soon 
had them well scared and scattered, and he opened his battery 
right and left without hitting anything. Whizz, whizz, whizz, 
they would go almost from under his feet; bang! whang, would 
go both barrels at a distance that would have torn any quail to 

pieces, and then “-that-coarse shot to-! 

it aint got any penetration.” In another minute, whizz, whizz, 
bang! whang! and then"-.- that-of a- 


gunsmith to—! I told him that coarse shot had no penetration.” 
And so it went on until in about an hour he was clear out of car¬ 
tridges, and after vain attempts to pot-shoot a bird had to quit 
without anything. But after every two shots would come the 
regular battery of oaths about that coarse shot "having no pene¬ 
tration.” And what do you suppose was the size of it! Num¬ 
ber seven; and ounce and a quarter loads from a first-class Tol¬ 
ley choke-bore at that. And yet it strikcB me that I have seen 
just this nonsensical theory In -print from men who were evi¬ 
dently familiar with the field. The only difference was in the

would soon be spoiled. They 
are determined to run, and they 
ran so fast and so far that 
they will bother a dog all the 
time. I saw a thorough trial 
of this two years ago. A gen¬ 
tleman from Newport, R. I., 
brought out two splendid set¬ 
ters, perfectly broken; we tried 
them two days, only to find 
true what I told him before 
we went Into the field, that It 
would soon spoil the dogs and 
that we could actually get bet¬ 
ter shooting without them. Of 
course there are some kinds 
of ground where a dog 
may be useful, especially when 
the birds are young; but, In 
southern California at least, 
the prevailing rule Is the other 
way, and I believe a good, en¬ 
ergetic tramper can do better 
by keeping his dog at heel to 
retrieve; and many of the best 
quail shots In San Diego coun¬ 
ty do not use a dog even for 
that. 

This difference Is, however, 
more than offset by the great 
number of birds, whlchlsoften 
almost incredible. They seem to 
have little choice of ground, 
but are perfectly at home 
close to civilization, or in the 
wildest of mountain canyons, 

In the low valleys and table¬ 
lands, or high up In the moun¬ 
tains where the snow some¬ 
times gets two or three feet 
deep. They breed In bevies a 

little smaller than those of Bob White, and pack together in the 
Fall like pinnated grouse Into flocks of many hundreds or thou¬ 
sands, looking, when they rise, more like an immense flock of 
wild pigeons than quail. They seem to be a very hardy bird 
and, though they like water, can pull through the hottest weather 
on dry feed without a drop to drink. They, however, refuse to 
pair or breed during the season following a severe drouth, when 
feed will be apt to be scarce; a most remarkable exhibition of In¬ 
stinct, though the hares also decline to breed at such times. It 
is singular that In southern California dry years kill off the small 
game, Instead of wet ones, as In the East. 

I will not worry you with any more natural history, for I see 
you are already anxious to “tackle” a flock, so come along. We 
will take the middle of January for our time, when our friends 
at home are shivering around their stoves, for then the weather 
here Is the very best of the year and the birds are In their very 
prime. 

Taking a couple of saddle horses we ride up a long broad can¬ 
yon with a tolerably flat bottom, covered with scattered sycamore, 
live oaks, manzanlta, and various kinds of smaller stuff, with oc¬ 
casional prlckley pear, but containing plenty of open places In all 
directions to walk through. 

Already we hear a distant mellow voice seeming to say “no-yon 
uon’tI no-you-DON’Tl” etc., accented strong on third and slightly 
on the first syllable. Then comes another with the accent thrown 
strongly on the second like “go-way-you, go-way-you I” etc. We 
ride toward It and soon hear a sharp metallic "whit I whit I whlti”

Now they will lie and the sport will commence In earnest. 

As we go among them now they rise singly or by twoB, threes 
or fours, and at distances varylDg from three yards to twenty, 
the average being about six yards. Now keep cool; let go all 
long shots; mark your dead birds closely and pick them up at once. 

We don’t have to wait a minute for a shot for within a circle 
of 150 yards are at least 500 birds. Every bush almost has from 
one to five In it, and they come scrambling out, as we get near it, 
one after another, with a saucy "chipI chip! chip!” some wheel¬ 
ing over our heads, some dodging around trees, darting through 
othere, scudding along the ground like hares and quite as hard to 
hit as when on the wing, swooping downward out of trees, 
crossing, quartering, curving, twisting, here, there and all over 
In every direction. 

Did you ever see such tough little cusses! Here is one you 
are sure you killed dead as a dish rag, and yet he flutters a 
dozen yards along the ground and flatters out of your pocket 
after you bag him. Here Is another that descended out of a per¬ 
fect shower of feathers, and yet he Is only wounded and Is gone 
glimmering through the bushes at a speed that you could not fol¬ 
low even on open ground. Here's another that unloads a fist 
full of feathers as your gun cracks and seems to fly all the easier 
for It; while another spins away like a bullet for 200 yards and 
plunges down dead just out of your sight, or towers up with his 
little crested head In plain outline against the bright sky, stays up 
ae long as he can, and beats you at last by dropping square in the 
midst of an impenetrable fortress of prickly pears. 


tion line shot with plenty of 
powder is the best In the long 
run to kill these birds dead, 
but not because of better pen¬ 
etration. 

After about half or three- 
quarters of an hour, our Inces¬ 
sant cannonade begins to slack¬ 
en. The birds arc getting 
more scattered and those that 
remain are lying closer. A 
dog might now be used to ad¬ 
vantage; bat the quails are bo 
plenty that It will be cheaper 
to remount and find another 
flock, which wc can very soon 
do. 

This I find the best way to 
hunt quails in San Diego coun¬ 
ty ; to dress light, walk fast, 
leave the dog home and hunt 
from a horse, break, scatter 
and scare the flock by Bring 
and charging on them, and 
then tramp up and retrieve 
your own birds. They are so 
numerous and noisy that you 
can see them from a horse or 
bear them as far almost as a 
dog can smell them, and I be¬ 
lieve it Impossible to keep a 
dog In good training on birds 
that run as fast and require as 
fast a gait on your part as they 
do. They will not He until 
well scared, and then they 
will uot lie close enough 
to give you any difficulty 
in kicking up enough 
to Bhoot at. The great 
number of the rest more 
too close. 


than offsets those that He 

Much has been said about these birds being so hard to shoot. 
The fact Is thlB —they are no harder to hit than Bob White would 
be under the same circumstances; but, being far tougher and ris¬ 
ing wilder and more unexpectedly It Is harder to bag as many 
out of the same number of shots as you could of Bob White, un¬ 
less you pick your shots, which I believe nearly all good Califor¬ 
nia shots do more or less, If you shoot at everything within 
reach as you do at home you will score plenty of misses and lost 
birds. They do not, In general, fly as far as Bob White does but 
It rarely pays to mark down single birds or to bother with a flock 
of less than fifty or seventy-five. On a small flock you could do 
better with a dog, but I never look at a small flock, for It is quite 
easy to And a big one. 

At about 3,000 or 4,000 feet elevation a much larger and more 
beautiful quail of the same general colors appears, though the 
smaller one is still found much beyond that height. The moan- 
tain quail Is, however, still fonder of his legs than the valley 
quail, though those that I have seen were not so wild as the val¬ 
ley birds. 

From what we have seen you will understand that the valley 
quail would make poor sport If they kept In small bevies like 
Bob White. And this Is the main trouble with the mountain 
quail. He does not pack Into flocks so large that his numbers 
more than make up for bis bad behavior. I cannot say how 
close they wlU He, as my experience with these Is somewhat lim¬ 
ited, but those I have seen would not scare half so easily as the 
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valley quail, aud no real sport can be had with either until they 
are Beared enough to lln. Both these varieties often get so wild 
that It Is next to Impossible to get a pot shot at them, though 
when young and verdant they may be thus murdered. But when 
they get wild It Is absolutely necessary, as It always Is for sport, 
to break up and scatter the flocks and take them singly on the 
wing. The only verdict that can be pronounced upon the rela¬ 
tive merits of the California valley quail and Bob White Is this: 
not equal to Bob but perhaps the best substitute he could have; 
a bird gam y, lively and saucy to the back bone, and one that 
affords the very best possible sport with the shot-gun that may 
be enjoyei) without a dog.

First Heat—Redding got the best of the start, Rtek second, Joe 
Rodee third, and in this order they cleared the first hurdle; Risk put him¬ 
self out court by going down at the second hurdle and Boston tailed. 
Rodes waited till nearing the fourth hurdle when he closed with Red¬ 
ding and going ahead won very easily in 1:58%. Risk and Boston-on- 
the-Table distanced. 

Second Heat—The two distanced beiug sent to the barn and left Joe 
Rodes and Redding to fight it out. Getting away to an even start Red¬ 
ding forged ahead after clearing the first hurdle. At the second hur¬ 
dle Rodes jockey lost bis foot bold of one stirrup and Reddlug opened 
up a gap. hut matters were soon even again on the stlrrip 'being re¬ 
gained. From the third hurdle, which was cleared nearly abreast, the 
race was in Joe Rodee' power for he came away when let loose aud won 
the heat in the very fast time of 1:51%.

Previous to the first heat, Himyar sold Tor $100, Leveller $30, Kate 
Claxton $30, McHenry $17. 

At the word Leveller got off in front, Kate Claxton second, both 
golDg at a great pace, with llimyar and McHenry lying off. The half- 
mile was ruu in 49 seconds. On the next torn llimyar went away from 
McHenry BDd took the lead aud won with something in hand in 1:42%. 

The second heat-The bettiDg was now Himyar even against the 
field. Leveller got off first, McHenry second, Kate Claxton third, Him¬ 
yar fourth. They ran in thus to the quarter-pole, where Himyar took 
second place; Leveller Btill cutting out the running Himyar waited 
on Leveller until he-reached the homestretch, when he came away and 
won easily by two lengths.

Barry's Miss Molloy, Elmore's Startle, Hart's Henry Owings, Morris’ 
Longview, Grinstesa's D'Artsgnau, Mulkey'sCbt^ulta. Spencer's Fred 
Rice, Jones' Rose McClernand also rau. Alter a great delay, owing to 
the ffactiousness of Longview, eleven went away to a good start, Sam 
Ecber's Bill Bass in the lead, Chlquita second. Jack Hardy third, 
Harkaway fourth, the remainder well together. At the judges' stand 
Cbiqutta led Bill Bass half a length, Jack Hardy third. Bill Bass was 
in the lead at the quarter pole, Chlquita second; Bill Bass held the 
lead to the half-mile pole, when Harkaway lapped and passed him. 
Harkaway held the lead to half way down the homestretch when Jack 
Hardy, coming with a rush, beat him home a length. Time 1:56. The 
belting before the start was. Jack Hardy, $90; Bill Bass, $60; Mlse 
Malloy, $40; Chlquita, $40; Captain Fred Rice, $30; the field $20. 

The second day was very favorable as to weather, and the attendance 
was both large and of a good quality. The track was in good con¬ 
dition and fast enough for fine sport. 

The first event was the Greeley Stakes, for all ages, dash of three 
miles. Of twenty-two nominations, four came to the post, being A. A 
J. M. Simpson’s c. c. Red Bluff, D. Swigert's b. c. Mahlstick, Lyle A 
Scully's b. g. Joe Rodes and Gen. Buford’s c. c. McWhirler. In the 
betting Mahlstick was the favorite, selling for $250, while the others 
brought only $60. The start was excellent. McWbirter obtaining a 
slight lead. Mahlstick second, Red Bluff third and Joe Rodes last. 
Me Whirter cut out the running at a good pace, but was closely pressed 
by Mahlstick. The leaders ran lapped for a mile and seven-eighths, not 
half a length separating them that distance, the sight causing much 
enthusiasm from the assembled thousands. At the eigbtii pole 
McWbirter suddenly faltered, and. dropping back, Mahlstick went to 
the front, and at the stand was three lengths In advance of Me Whirter, 
Joe Rodes third and Red Bluff far away a bad fourth. The horses ran 
In this order past the quarter-pole, and on the backstretch Rodee, to 
the surprise of all, passed Mcwhlrter. At the half-mile pole McWhir- 
ter faltered, then stopped, as if he bad been shot, and fell, throwing hie 
rider. Red Bluff also was done with, and on the lower turn came down 
to a walk. Mahlstick came home the winner by fifty yards. Joe Rodes 
finished second. The first mile was made In 1:40%, two miles in 3:88% 
and the three miles In 5:40. 

On examination McWbirter was found to have both front cannon 
bones broken, which were protruding through the flesh and sticking 
into the ground. The horse was unable to move, aod his owner at 
once gave orders to have him destroyed. This was done by shooting 
him. McWbirter was a grand race horse. As a two-year-old he started 
eight times and won twice, and seven times as a three-year-old, win¬ 
ning four times. The best race of this colt was at Louisville. May 29, 
1877, when, carrying 100 lbs., he ran two miles in a:30%, beating Vera 
Cruz, Hyena ana Baden Baden. 

The second race was the Planters' House Stakes for two-year-old 
colts: dash of three-quarters of a mile. There were thirty-one nomi¬ 
nations, of which flve came to the post. These were 8. Powers' b c 
Volturoo, A. Buford's b c Good Night, James A. Grinstcad's b c 
Athelstane, H. P. McGrath’s c g Thornton Moore, and 8. Ecker's c c 
Cape Girardeau. Good Night and Volturno sold for $100 each; Athel- 
stane $40, field $26. The start was very fair. Good Night leading. At 
the half -mile pole Good Night was two lengths in front of Athelstane, 
Thornton Moore third. Around the lower turn Volturno ran up to 
Athelstane, and at the three-quarter pole was second and at Good 
Night's quarter. Entering the stretch Good Night, Volturno and 
Athelstane made a slashing race home, Volturno won by a head In 
the last few strides. Good Night was second, one length from Athel- 
stane, with Thornton Moore fourth, and Cape Girardeau a bad fifth. 
Time, 1:18. 

Voltarno.Iby Imported Billet, dam Sprightly, la a beautiful bay colt 
with star on forehead, three white pasterns, two on front and left bind 
one. He has a neat head and neck, mounts well up on the withers, ex¬ 
cellent body, straight back and loins good. 

Five started in the third race, one mile and three-quarters, for all 


all ages. These were Kennesaw. Ella Rowett, Charley Howard (for¬ 
merly Brother to Bassett), Blue Gown, Little Bis and Pi tty. The bet¬ 
ting averaged—Kennesaw, $1B0; Ells Rowett, $100; Charley Howard, 
$78; field, $40. When the flag fell Ella Rowett went to the front. 
Charley Howard second. Bine Gown third. Little 81s fourth. Kennesaw 
fifth and Piety sixth. They ran in this order to the half-mile, but 
around the lower turn Charley Howard's bit broke, when he bolted and 
was stopped; Blue Gown then took second place. At the stand Rowett 
led Blue Gown half a length. Around the torn Kennesaw made his 
effort and began to close on Blue Gown. Just after passing the quar¬ 
ter-pole be took second place, and then gradually moved on Ella Row- 
ett, lapped her on the lower turn, and, enuring the stretch, he came 
away and won the rice easily by two lengths. Ella Rowett second. Lit¬ 
tle Sis a bad third, Blue Gown foarth, ana Piety fifth. The first mile 
was done in 1:46%, and the dash In 8:08. 

Third D at.— The first race was for the Qarneau Cup; mile heats for 
all ages, the following horses starting; Dan K.. Chlquita, Harkaway, 
Janet and Vermont. Dan K., H. B. Durham A Co.'s nay gelding, was 
the favorite before the first heat. Both heats were won by Harkaway 
in 1.43 and 1:42%. Dan K. being second In the first heat. Conrad second 
In the second and third In the first. The time, for a mile and repeat 
waa best ever made. Harkaway is sired by Enquirer, also the sire or 
McWbirter. U was a great achievement, ana Mr. Wm. Buckle is to be 
congratulated on his possession. 

The second race was for^the Merchants' Stakes, mile heats for three- 
year-olds, the following seven starters coming to the score: Leveler, 
Milan, Artful, Blue Eyea, Fred Rice, Grtnstead's Brown Dick colt and 
Davis' Jim Bell. The first beat lay between Milan, Artfal and the 
Brown Dick colt, and they led the others all through. Milan took it in 
1:45. Much trouble was experienced in getting the conteetants off for 
the second heat, and several fines were Imposed. Leveler got the best 
of the start, but was soon pushed by the Brown Dick colt. Leveler and 
the Brown Dick colt had a hard fight, the former finally winning the 
heat In 1:35. The third beat was won rather easily by Leveller In 1:51. 

The third race was a two-mile dash In which Jerry Hart's Charley 
Howard and R. Barry'e Matagorda only contested. It was a poorly 
run race. In which Cbarly showed temper yet won In the slow time of 
3:43%. 

Foarth day—The day opened with a slight shower but not enough 
even to lay the dust. There were about 6.000 people present when the 
sport began with the Ltndell Hotel Post SUkes, two-mile heats, for all 
ages, $100 entrance, play or pay; $1,000 added, of which the second 
horse to get $200 and the third to save his stake. There were ten sub¬ 
scribers. four of which sent horses to tbe post. These were D. Swig¬ 
ert's b c MahlBiick, H. P. McGrath's blk b Harkaway, P. G. Cook’s d 
c Kennesaw, and J. A. Grinstesd's b c Conrad. In the pools before tbe 
start Mahlstick sold for $210, Harkaway $75, Kennesaw $65 and Con¬ 
rad $55. Tbe homes had a capital start, with Harkawsy In the lead, 
Conrad second, Mahlstick third, Kennesaw fourth. Mahlstick ruabed 
to tbe front on the turn and led six lengths at the quarter-pole. No 
change took place either to tbe stand, excepting that the quartet bad 
taken closer order; tbe other horses gradually closed on Mahlstick at 
tbe quarter, and before reaching the half-mile pole Mahlstick anly a 
length the other three lapped on each other. On tbe lower turn Con¬ 
rad passed Mahletick, as did Harkaway. Entering the homestretch 
Harkaway came away and won the heat easily by five lengths, Kenne¬ 
saw second, three lengths in front of Mahlstick. The first mile was 
run in 1:52% and the heal in 8:39. Harkaway was now the favorite at 
even money against the field. Mahlstick jumped off with the lead. 
Kennesaw second, Conrad third, Harkaway fourth. Mahlstick opened 
a gap of six lengths to the quarter pole, Kennesaw second, a length in 
front of Harkaway, Conrad fourth. Mahlstick lacreaaed his lead to the 
three qurter pole, hut on entering the homestretch he began to come 
hack. Passing tbe stand be was only two lengths In front, Harkaway 
second. Mahlstick held his lead past the half-mile pole, when Harka¬ 
wsy passed him on tbe lower turn and won the heat and race by ten 
lengths Kennesaw was second. The first mile waa run in 1:46%, and 
the iieat in 3:35. 

The second race waa a handicap for all ages, mile heats, for the club 
purse of $300; first horse to receive $250. the second $50. Mr. Wright’s 
Clemrale G., 5 years, 100 lbs; A. Grinstead’s D'Artagnsn, 6 years, 105 
lbs; Mr. Morris'cc Longview, 8 y re.

In the betting Startle was the favorite, selling for $160, 
Miss Malloy $120, Clemmle G., D'Artagnsn, Blue, Gown. $45 each, 
Longview $20. The start was excellent. D'Artagnan taking tbe lead. 
Startle second. Bine Gown third, Clemmle G. fourth, Mlsa Malloy fifth, 
Longview sixth.Startle took the lead on tbe torn, was never headed, 
and won by three lengths, Clemmle G. second, a length in front of Blue 
Gown. Timel:43% For tbe second beat Start e sold for $200, the 
field for $75. D'Artagnan went off la the lead. Miss Malloy second, 
Startle third. Bine Gown fourth. Clemmle G. fifth, Longview sixth. 
D'Artagnan and Miss Malloy raced head and bead to the half-mile pole, 
where Mlsa Malloy drew closer, came away and won the heat by two 
lengths, D’Artagnan second, Clemmle G. third, Blue Gown foarth. 
Startle fifth, Longview distanced. Time, 1:44%. For the third heat 
Startle sold for $800, Miss Malloy for $160. Miss Malloy jumped off in 
front, but Startle passed her on the turn, however, lapped him at the 
quarter-pole, aud a beautiful race ensued to the half-mile. Miss Malloy 
won easily by a length. Time, 1:45%. 

The third race was mile heats, best three in live, for all ages, for the 
club purse of $500; the first horse to receive $400, the second $100.

Little Sis, F. West’s b g, Boston-on-the-Table, and I*rry 
Hart's h h, Henry Owing* Jack Hardy sold In the poole for $225, the 
field $65.

Jack Hardy won the third heat In 
1:49, Henry Owings tbe fourth heat in 1:64 and tne fifth heat and race 
in 1:55%. Tbe racing did not close until near eight o'clock. 

An attendance of 10,000 persons were on the grounds of the Jockey 
Club on the fifth day. Sufficient rain had fallen on Friday evening to 
lay the dnst, and tbe track was In good order. There were three races 
on tbe card. The first event was the Lucas and Bunt Stakes, and out 
of thirty-seven nominations seven came to tbe poet, these being Pow¬ 
ers’ Volturno (winner of the Planter's House Stakes), Duffy's Expec¬ 
tation, McGrath's Lucy Morrison, Pickett's Maggie May. Swigert’s La 
Favorita (winner of the Ladlea' Stakes). Grtnstead’s Latnnah and Bu¬ 
ford's Good Night. In the betting La Favorita was first choice, selling 
for $185; Volturno, $116; Latnnah, $70; Good Night, $66; and the field, 
$50. Both La Favorita and Volturno carried flve pounds extra as win¬ 
ners. The flag dropped to a good start, Expectation leading. On the 
turn the youngsters were crowded together and In the confusion La 
Favorita was knocked to her knees, unseating the jockey, but he man¬ 
aged to get back to the saddle. At the quarter-pole Latuneh was show¬ 
ing the way to Good Night fully a length, Volturno and Expectation 
third and fourth, lapped on each other. Lucy Morrison fifth, Maggie 
May sixth and La Favorita last. Latnoan was never afterward beaded. 
Good Night waa second, two lengths ahead of Volturno, Maggie May 
fourth, four lengths away, Lucy Morrison fifth, Expectation sixth, and 
LaFavortta last, never recovering the ground lost by the accident.

The writer hereof has a Gordon pup, four months old 
which Is pronounced by Omaha sportsmen to be very promising He 
has distemper badly is getting weak, has diarrhoea, frequently passing 
blood, and eats but little. Would be glad to have yon recommend a 
remedy for him, as I have great faith in the Chioaoo Fuld. and tbe 
opinions expressed upon different subjects therein. Ans.-Give the 
pup every hour a teaspoonfnl of the following mixture till tbe diarrhoea 
is checked, vis.: Iodine, one grain; tannic acTd, eight grains; mucilage 
one oance; water, four onnees; chalk sufficient to make the mixture 
thick as cream. If the dog has fever give one drop of fluid extract 
aconite every one, two or three hours, according to degree of fever If 
the fever rune high give the aconite in quick succession till the heart’s 
action becomes -lower. Do not give it oftener than hourly, nor In 
larger doses than prescribed, or it may reduce the heart below safety 
If the lungs are effected give three drops fluid extract belladonna alter¬ 
nately with the aconite and applv a|ponltlce of hot smartweed leaves 
(If yon cau get them) over the affected parts and renew the poultice as 
coon as cold. Keep this up till the breathing is easier, and the pain or 
soreness of the lungM abates. Ii you cannot get smartweed nse max- 
lard. When tbe fever abates lengthen the time between doses of aco¬ 
nite and coutiuue to givo the the belladonna alternately. Be sure to 
keep up tbe dog’s strength; all depends on (Ms. If he will eat raw 
meat, chopped fine, it will he tbe best thing you can give him; a email 
quantity, say a ublespoouful every hoar, will often keep a dog up till 
he pulls through. If he wont eat this make strong beef tea and give a 
wineglass full every half hour unless tbe dog vomits it; if so try in¬ 
creasing the time between doses to an hour. If in spite of all his 
strength fails, add to each dose of tea a teaspoon fnl of port wine but 
avoid this if not necessary, as it often increases the fever. 

It will do well to call in the aid of a physician and have him prescribe 
for the dog as he would fora person uuder similar circumstances. It 
la impossible to prescribe with any certainty without examination 
The great thing in such coses Is unremitting attention and punctuality 
with remedies, also keeping up the dog’s strength. 

A * ton,— yoang dog foar months old has been greatly 
troubled with worms but is getting rid or them in large quantles dally 
by use of the remedy you prescribed in a late issue.

Fish and their Habits. 

BT PKBD MATUBH. 

We make the following extracts from “Notes on some fishes of 
the Delaware river, by Dr. C. C. Abbot," published in the last 
report of the U. 8. Commission of Fish and Fisheries. In speak¬ 
ing of the “Rock,” or “Striped Bass,” he says: “I consider It to 
be the worst enemy of the Bhad (and equally of the herring), may 
it not be that subsequent to Stacy’s time (1680), a marked increase 
in the numbers of rock fish may have been, and is, a powerful 
cause of the diminution of tbe shad and herring, rather than any 
amount of net-fishing or other persecution by man of -the breed¬ 
ing fish? You know how true It Is that pike will soon destroy 
all the trout of a mountain brook. It must be remembered too, 
that when the fish in the Delaware were so very abundant, tbe at>' 
origlnes were thickly settled along Its banks, and by nets, pounds, 
and basketa, caught Innumerable thousands of this very shad and 
herring. Such numbers of rock-fish need not wander the whole 
length of the river and Its tributaries to destroy the shad and 
herring, but, congregating In the bays and tide-water, destroy the 
young fish when on their way to salt water In early Autumn. If 
there be any truth whatever In thlB suggeatlon, will not one way 
to re establish the desirable food-fishes, be to protect them by 
destroying, If possible, their enemies, In the way of leas valuable 
fishes! I fear that there Is, In the presence of rock-fish, an ob¬ 
stacle to stocking the Delaware with salmon, that will prove to be 
serious; for, although of late years very large rock-fish have be¬ 
come less abundant, there is no lack of smaller ones, Bay from 
eight inches to a foot In length.” That the “rock” la a pisci¬ 
vorous fish Is a fact, but as It has been found from Nova Scotia 
to Florida since those countries have been known, It does not 
appear os though It could be a fatal barrier to the existence of 
those fish that have always been found In company with It. 

Dr. Abbott has studied the night habits of some of the fishes, 
and remarks: "Probably to a much greater extent than has been 
supposed, all fishes are nocturnal In their habits; and even those 
that move freely about during the day are even more active at 
night. Either by an arrangement of the eye, as In the nocturnal 
owls, or by some other sense, they have the ability to move with 
the same rapidity when it Is, to men ‘pitch dark,’ as In the bright¬ 
est sunshine.” By a serlea of experiments made with traps of 
different kinds, I found that even our small eunfish, on the dark¬ 
est nights, moved freely about and readily took the hook, If 
properly baited. Catfish are all genuine “owls,” and from fykes 
kept constantly in position, 98 per cent, more fish were taken 
between suuset and sunrise than between early morning and eve¬ 
ning. This does not apply simply to twilight and dawn, but on 
dark nights, when I could distinguish nothing a dozen feet off, 
not only perch, but cat-fish, and the cyprlnolds generally, were 
darting through the water.” 

The Doctor has given the lamprey the character of a destroyer 
of ova, which Is new to us. We have often found It attached to 
fish and seen tbe inflammation caused by Its Bucking, and have 
regarded It simply as a parasite of formidable character, of the 
nature of a huge leech. He says: “I have found lampreys in 
Crosswlck’s Creek In the month of May, gathering up the eggs 
from sun-fish’s nests, and several times when at the Bhad fisher¬ 
ies, I have taken small lampreys—from 5 to 7 Inches In length— 
that were attached to shad, with their sucking discs (mouths) 
firmly closed on the vaginal orifice, through which they were suck¬ 
ing the eggs." 

We wish that he had opened the stomachs and thus proved 
that their position on the vent was not accidental, for we have 
never found them In this position, and out of perhaps thirty spec¬ 
imens opened the stomach was empty In each case. It is singu¬ 
lar that this fish Is not generally regarded as a food fish west of 
the Connecticut river, where they are much esteemed; In fact, 
many people prefer them to the eel, and the little river lamprey, 
or lampern, Petromyzon JluviatUiz, as It Is pickled In Germany, is 
delicious. 

Concerning the size attained by the vellow perch to which we 
referred some time ago, he mentions “a specimen caught In the 
Delaware river at Bordentown, Burlington county, N. J., In May, 
1885, which weighed four pounds three and a half ounces.” 

“The yellow perch Is what may be called semi-social. With¬ 
out going In schools, as do the herring, they are usually found In 
considerable numbers; associated, as it appears to me, more be¬ 
cause the character of the locality is attractive to them, than 
from any pleasure In associating with their own kind.” 

Concerning the method of nesting of this fish, Dr. Abbott’B 
observations were very different from ours. He says: "In New 
Jersey, early in May, the sexes go In pairs to cool waters, haring 
some current and a sandy or pebbly bed, with a moderate amount 
of vegetation (AfyrtaJUum obtueum preferred), and the ova are 
deposited on the bed of the stream quite near the shore. The 
milt Is deposited Immediately after, the two fishes being side by 
side while the process Is going on. The temperture of the water 
Is about 55 deg. Fahrenheit. 

The eggs, when extruded, sink to the botton of the ‘ nest ’ in 
small masses, and there remain, adhering to the pebbles or sand, 
until hatched, and the ordinary flow of the water does not seem 
to disturb them, although they have no protection from the cur¬ 
rent other than being In a very shallow basin made by the female 
fish pushing to either Bide, with her abdominal fins, the coarser 
pebbles, or a little of the sand, Immediately before she com¬ 
mences spawning.” 

Whether It be possible for our Perea Americana to vary in so 
Important a matter as Its breeding habits in rivers as near to¬ 
gether as the Delaware and the Hudson, we cannot say, but our 
own observations on this fish In the latter river are, that no nest 
Is made, but that the entire batch of eggs are laid In one long 
lace-llke string, and suspended over twigs, or any smajl object, 
from one to six feet from the bottom, and that the fish does not 
attach, or glue them, but simply hangs them over It like a piece 
of lace on a clothes line. We have seen them laid In tbe wing of 
a pike-net and In gill-nets, when the fish was not captured, and 
In the creeks below Albany have seen quantities ot It hanging in 
Vu air where it had been left by the subsidence of a freshet. 

As an Instance of the voracity of the rock-fish, Dr. Abbott 
says: “The food of the rock-fish consists exclusively of small 
fishes; and It Is the pursuit of them Into small streams that 
explains their presence where one would hardly expect to find 
them. A rock-flBh will frequently ‘corner up’ a small school 
of minnows, and then pick them up as rapidly and with as great 
ease as a fowl will pick grains of corn; and while devouring the 
luckless minnows, will keep them In a small space close together 
all the time. There Is no cessation of this murderous work 
while a fish remains; for after devouring all that It Is possible 
for him to hold, a mere love of destruction keeps him at work. 

I once had a very favorable opportunity of watching the rock-fish 
feed In thlsway. It was a moderate sized fish, about a foot 
long, and as near as I could determine It devoured a doxen 
‘cyprinellas’ (sliver finned minnows) In four minutes. If I err 
In my estimate It Ujm the safe side, and It may be It was fifteen 
minnows In that length of time. I subsequently captured a 
4Qten of these pretty shiners, and found I could by no means 


squeeze them Into a bulk that was not much larger than the 
estimated interior of a rock-fish a foot In length; and yet It Is 
certain that the mlnnowe captured by the rock fish were swal¬ 
lowed without decapitation or other reduction of size, for In that 
case I should have seen the fragments of the minnows floating In 
the clear waters." In another place, he says: “Size for size, 
young rock fish are more voracious than young pike. It la a 
question whether the objections that have been so generally 
raised against the pike are not equally applicable to the rock flab, 
and If it Is not really nndeBlrahle to Increase their numbers. 
That this can he dODe there Is no doubt whatever, as gravid fe¬ 
males are easily obtained.” 

Just where and how this fish spawns has been almost as much 
of a mystery as the generation of the eel; and fish culturists 
while batching shad have made some experiments with them, a 
few have been hatched, but all report ripe males plenty, but no 
gravid females, and a theory has been circulated that females 
under twenty pounds do not spawn. It was on the Delaware, 
we think, that the first ones were batched by Mr. Holton, and II 
gravid females are plenty In this river, fish culturists will be glad 
to learn It. Mr. Robert B. Roosevelt some two years ago said 
tbat be who discovered where the striped bass (rock fish) spawned, 
would deserve a statue In Central Park. We hope that Dr. Ab¬ 
bott will continue hla observations on the spawniug of this fish 
for the benefit of those who like Mr. Roosevelt think more favor¬ 
ably of them. 

Sword Fishing. 

Chicago, III. 

Editoh Chicago Fisld: —One day in the month of June as I 
was passing a well-known fish dealer’s shop In Chicago, I noticed 
a number of persons curiously gazing through the open window 
upon the marble slab before them. Of course, my curiosity was at 
once aroused; a fish market has ever great attractions for me. I 
have heard some Bay a dead fish Is a repulsive object to them. I 
have never experienced that feeling. I suppose a love of fishing 
la at the bottom of the desire. It recalls many pleasant scenes, 
the companionship of those whom we once so loved to be with, 
who enjoyed the sport so keenly, who were such enthusiasts lu 
the science that their presence Itself was a great joy, it brought 
them fresh to memory—alas, only to memory—for the awful 
skeleton hand had long ago beckooed them to follow, and the 
rod and the line had fallen listlessly from their grasp, and leaving 
all friends, home, earth, they had “gone away.” You and I 
can recall such a noble man, whom we would have laid down 
our own lives gladly to have had stay, for the world had need 
of such a brave, true heart. 

As a speckled trout in all its beauty lies before us, how nu¬ 
merous associations arc recalled. So as I noticed the sight seers, 

I at once was attracted to the spot; I would not say if the eager 
group had been at some other spot, I would not, after the usual 
practice of the citizen, have stopped to ascertain its cause, for 
curiosity and inquisitiveness are prominent in man, and I would 
not be considered as not partaking In the common frailty. So I 
peered into the window and there before me was no fish at all! 
Yet the slab was not empty, on it was a piece of a fish weighing 
about sixty pounds, I should judge; the skin was dark blue, al¬ 
most black, and smooth, without a scale. One bone only was to 
be seen, and from its large size and side of a vertebra, clearly 
the back bone; from the skin to the bone was a distance of 
about eight inches or alxteeu inches across the end of the piece 
of fish. The flesh, if I may say so, was white with some dark 
streaka apparent, as. much resembling a piece of pork as any- 
thlng I now recall. Several around me were inquiring wbat man¬ 
ner of “fish, fowl or devil” it was and none could give answer. 

I had recognized at a glance what it was, for many an exciting 
trip had I experienced after Its kind. I, however, kept silent and 
entered the store, for I was iu haste to make Bure of mj delicious 
moreel. But haste was unnecessary, I asked the attendant In 
In the store how much tbe price of the fish was per pound; he re¬ 
plied: “We don’t know, we don’t know anything about it, the 
bill says it Is sword-fish, but we don’t know whether It is fit to 
eat or not, and don’t want to sell It.” I laughed at his igno¬ 
rance and told him I pecelvcd he had not just arrived from New 
London or New Bedford. He did not entirely like my apparent 
or at least assumed superior knowledge of his wares, and rather 
tersely said, “What do you know at^ut it!" Ha, didn’t 1 tell 
him I He called two or three of the men In the store, and said: 
“Here is a gentleman thatkuowsabout this fish and wants to buy 
some of It” We talked together sometime, but to be brief, he 
said I could have aa much as I wished for nothing; as I declined, 
he said: “Name your price, only you buy at your own risk.” 
He then added with a “profane 6wear,” “That that New York 
shipper better not Bend out auy more sword-fish to him.” 

Man, at best, Is a little better than this exhibition of igno¬ 
rance. Delicious food abounds about us, and In our prejudice 
a large portion Is thrust aside in disgust. Sometimes we may 
come to the light that “naught is unclean” of created things. 

It was evident the sword-fish was not a favorite In this fresh¬ 
water country. In New York along the ehores of Long Island 
8ound, in New Bedford or Boston the fish Is justly considered a 
great delicacy. It Is often sold as high as thirty cents a pound, 
and even greater sum6 In those markets, but Id this far-away 
market u dozen bull-heads would weigh down a "champion” 
sword-fish. 

It has been my pleasure often to assist in catching these bold 
and handsome “leviathans of the deep.” A cruise would last 
about a week. The sword-fishing season, as I know It, would be¬ 
gin In June and continue until the middle of August. The fish 
would appear off the coast, miles to the south of the eastern por¬ 
tion of Long Island, and follow the coast eastward by Noman’s 
Laud, Nantucket, Cape - Cod, and bending their course to the 
northward, continue on their mighty circle. Whence they came 
from, where they went to, I cannot tell; nor do I know If any¬ 
one be wiser. Like many another strange habit of the fish “we 
live In ’opes” It may become known. But time Is slow and “wis¬ 
dom lingers.” Sometime we hope men will see the folly of per¬ 
mitting Spring shooting, allowing long open seasons, and conse¬ 
quent destruction of game—of disregarding the extermination of 
the fish, and refusing to appropriate money for the preservation 
and propagation of fish food. 

It may be the means will be devised to save "Troy," but I fear 
It will only be when It Is time to pronounce the sad requiem 
“Troy was, but Is no more.” 

It was my happy fortune to spend much of my life down at an 
old seaport town at the east end of Long island Sound. What a 
contrast between the new, thriving, energetic “cities of the 
plains” and the quiet, unchanging old ports by the sea. Wealth 
has centered there. “Its merchants were princes, Its traffickers 
the honorable of the earth.” Culture has made it her favorite 
resort, but all business has departed from the docks; “the high¬ 
ways (of commerce) lie waste," "the wayfaring man ceaseth," 
and the whaling fleets that made their owners rich, and were the 
pride of the port, have fallen to decay, or sunk In the waters of 
many a Southern harbor—a barricade to commerce, In a depart¬ 
ment of which they once were the acknowledged leaders. “To 
what base usee we may return,” they might well be imagined as 
exclaiming. Many are the “old Balta" that are still living In 
those old towns by the pea who can wile away the pleasant hours 
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relating exciting, true and untrue, yarns. Exaggeration reaches 
at times sublimity, and the listener Is at a loss whether be Is 
more thrilled by horror at the great dangers of the hero (always 
the relator) or carried away In admiration of the imagination 
and genius of the story-teller. But woe betide the one who 
makes hi6 doubt known, for he would surely think “Neptune,’’ 
presiding deity of the “veterau salt,” had quickly given com¬ 
mand: "Be ready, gods I with all your thunderbolts—dash him 
to pieces I” or else, more poetically speaking, that an overgrown 
mule had successfully “felt for him” with his rear supports. 

Some of the old whalers are still there, who In their day have 
killed many a whale, whose right arm has not forgotten Its cun¬ 
ning In hurling the harpoon, or whose heart age has not robbed 
of its love of sport or excitement of the deadly pursuit of the 
great dcuizens of the sea. 

It Is an easy matter to tlnd a crew for a sword-tlsh trip; a pur¬ 
suit Indeed where danger is comparatively small, but excitement 
great. In such company, in as staunch a yacht as ever cleft the 
whitening seas, have I sailed out by Montauk Point, out into the 
ocean until water was everywhere, and the land lost to view. 
Then sailed to the eastward, sometimes in sight of Block Island, 
sometimes far away to the south. Ab the season advances, in 
July or August, we would sail down by No Man’s Land, passing 
to the north of Block Island. In August, sometime going 
through the Vineyard Bound, or else far away to the south, sail 
by No Man’s Land down to Edgartou or to Nantucket. How fa- 
famlllar seems all that surface of water to me. I have seen it 
calm as the secluded retreat of a brook where a good 
trout had bis lair; seen it calm under the burning 

ray6 of the sun, or as it gleamed ill the 

silver light of the moon. I have witnessed It when lashed to fury 
by the storms—when man’s best skill was tested and the strong¬ 
est vessel tried. I have watched the heavy thunder squalls sweep¬ 
ing down from the northwest. How the sails would come down, 
some furled, some shortened for the fray. The wind would die 
away to a calm, and the sea would settle down to a lazy roll, with 
an ominous glassy color, foretelling the coming storm. The 
white cap and the Bunbeam had gone. The dark clouds would 
roll huge volumes over and over, as forced by the swift windB in 
their midst. Soon the whole heavens would be black with the 
dark clouds, the magazines of heaven’B artillery. To the north¬ 
west the heavy gust of wind darkened the sea, and npproaehed 
with the rapidity well nigh of light, and with it the drenching 
rain 

"Come as the winds come when forests are reuded. 

Come as the waves come when navies are stranded." 

A few hours and the whole scene was changed, and the calm 
would succeed. The sails would flap lazily against the spars and 
the vessel would be as still “as a painted ship upon a painted 
ocean”—while far away could be heard the muttering thunder— 
the only reminder of the strange, wild display of the great forces 
of nature. The scene was never the same, always mutters of 
interest were at hand. The great fin-back whale tvould roll bis 
huge back out of the ocean at times, looking almost like an island. 
The hungry, quick shark would swim by and east a look aboard 
from his wicked eye, eager for a breakfast. The sunflsh would 
lazily play his huge flu above the wave as he easily glided on his 
course. The Portuguese-man-of-war would sail quickly by, as 
the winds pressed him along as they breathed upon his gauzy 
6alls. Around all flew the gannet and stormy petrel in search of 
food, and scolding as it were at the Invaders of their domain. I 
wonder no one has ever tned to describe the strange colors of the 
seas, the weeds that float by, are the scenes of the ocean. I could 
gaze out upon these views forever and be at rest. How often by 
day and by nigbt I have gone out to the end of the bowsprit of 
the graceful craft and looked at the sails as they were bellied out 
by the windB, rolling, creaking and swaying about, watched the 
sharp, trim bow as it cut through the waters or divided the 
waves; watched the vessel plunge down as If that dive were her 
last; watched the white sheet of water that rolled off to her lee: felt 
the vessel rising now high In air, now settling down till the 
water was within my reach. I would not attempt to describe 
the pleasure one feels—the thoughts it awakens. As the great 
waves roll by, one knows more than ever the great power of na¬ 
ture. I have long ago ceased to wonder at the strange character 
of sailors, their deep natures, their generous hearts and brave 
souls. Amid scenes like these they forget the small things of 
business ways and men, antfr easily fall the prey of the designing 
land shark. The law does well to boast it Is the “guardian of 
the widow, the orphan and the sailor.” Would that it could 
have even deeper, truer meaning. 

Out in these scenes is the home of the sword-fish. On pleasant 
days between ten and three, strict banker's hours, they may be 
seen “sculling” along the surface of the water with their fore 
flu Bud top fluke out of water, sunning their backs. A warm 
pleasant day is their delight. Numbers may be seen at a glance at 
such times. A windy or cloudy day they are not to be shea, or 
In small numbers, and generally two feet or more under water. 
Of course the time stated above ie only made in a general way. 
They come to the surface morning, noon or afternoon when it is 
warm. The sword-flsh, with two tins, are easily distinguished 
from the shark or sunflsh which show only one fln. I must refer 
any reader to a natural history for a description of the fish, only 
saying, in a general way, the fish ranges in weight from two to 
eight hundred pounds. The writer has never seen one of last 
weight. A three hundred-pound fish is a good sized one. They 
have only one bone, a strong back bone. Their skin is dark 
blue without a scaly covering. Their bodies are nearly round and 
four feet and over long, exclusive of the sword. The latter 1 b a 
continuation of the head and is about three feet or less In 
length. The eye Is round, large and handsome, and gives a very 
bold expression to the fish, nor is the expression untrue, for the 
fish will allow a large vessel to approach it so closely that the 
bowsprit will be over the flsh, and the harpooner standing on it 
can thrust the deadly iron Into the body of the flsh. On the 
bowsprit of the smacks or sword-flshlng vessels is placed a plat¬ 
form large enough for two men to stand upon, and a railing 
thereon about waist high. Two men stand thereon and strike 
the flsh, sometimes killing it instantly, at other times the fish 
dashes away at a fearful speed. At such a time a large coil of 
rope Is thrown overboard, one end of which is attached to the 
Iron In the flsh, the other end to a cask or half barrel. The flsh 
runs until exhausted, when two men in a row boat leave the ves¬ 
sel, row to the keg, pull up the flsh, and kill it with a lance. 
The Iron Is different from a whale harpoon. It Is nearly heart 
shaped, with an hollow shank extending upward about 
three Inches long; the pole is ten or twelve feet long, 
about five Inches In circumference. On one end of the polo 
is an Iron rod, which fits Into the little heart-shaped Iron or har 
poon. When this heart-shaped Iron Is driven Into the flsh the 
pole Is at once detached by the blow, and floats up the line to 
the keg. The line la fastened to the middle of the heart-shaped 
Iron so that as soon as any strain Is brought on the line the iron 
Is turned crosswise In the flsh and toggles. The peculiar style of 
harpoon Is necessary, as the sword-fish has but one bone, and Its 
flesh being so tender thfl ordinary whale harpoon would, at the first 
strain, be withdrawn, and the flsh, although he would die from 
the wound, would sink and be lost. 

A man or lookout Is stationed at the masthead and constantly 
watches for the first signs of the fish. I would I had the power 
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and the time to give some description of one’s feelings as he 
gazes off from his lofty perch, how he can peer down into the 
ocean’s depths, bow small and narrow the vessel looks beneath 
him, how high his elevatiou seems—as he sways far from one side 
to the other, as, of course, the motion Increases In extent from 
the keel upwards. Too long I have detalued you to tell of 
tlie blue fishing one enjoys on these trips, or of the cod fishing. 
I must not delay to speak of the appetite one has, which constant 
eating can scarcely appease, nor the strange anchorage grounds 
that are chosen. If anyone is interested enough to look for 
Coxe’s Ledge, ou the chart, or the shoal ground off to the south 
and southwest of No Man’s Land, be will think, doubtless, that It 
Is much like anchoring in mid-ocean. It would require many 
editions of the Chicago Kuan to contain the many strange and 
marvellous tales I have heard, and which added so much to s 
sword-flsh cruise; but long before I could end the best of them 
all readers would pray for an end to this flsh story. The 
sword-flsh, when wounded, has been known to attack a vessel, 
hut I never knew of one damaging a vessel very seriously. I 
have seen an oak plank in the vessel’s side split for some three 
feet by the sword of a wounded flsh. Quite Btnall boats go out 
after these flsh from Edgerton, and I have heard a man was once 
killed by the sword-fish thrusting Its sword through the side of a 
boat and striking a man in It. I know not the truth of the story. 
Many a vessel has been struck by these flsh, and, when hauled up, 
the larger portion of the fish’s sword has been found Imbedded 
In the planks, It is said a thrasher, whleh Is a long, slender, 
powerful flsh—shark species—and which seizes Its vietlm and 
pounds It with Its tail, will, with the assistance of a sword flsh, 
kill a whale, the thrasher pounding the whale by climbing upon 
It, the sword-fish kllliug the whale by stabbing it from beneath. 

1 have never been in the world’s aquarium when such a com¬ 
bat was going on, but from repeatedly hearing It, have come to 
believe it as a fact It is an exciting sight to see a half-dozen 
vessels in oursuit of one flsh. The flsh swimming around would 
lie near one then another pursuer, apparently regardless of all. 

I remember one such cliuse, when we were almost near enough to 
dart the Iron, and the "varmint” suddenly turned and de¬ 
liberately swam under the bowsprit of a smack, and, provoking 
as it was, we had to see him hauled aboard of our rival. It was 
in ’63 or ’64, I think, that the rebel privateer Florida, If I right¬ 
ly recall the name, came over this very course, leaving wide¬ 
spread desolation in her track. We saw many a charred wreck 
drifting about; the best preserved ones with red flags nailed to 
them to mark that they were claimed. We found some spars 
floating with two fine topsails laced onto them—all that was left of 
some good vessel. We took the sails merely to remember the 
cruise and for other things! 

It is an idle task to describe a sword flsh cruise. It must be 
known to be appreciated. The time is near at hand for the sea¬ 
son to begiu. If any reader of the Chicago Field should be 
beguiled Into a sword-flsh cruise by reading this letter, I shall 
be amply rewarded for hastily writing these lines, for I well 
know that from the enjoyment he would experience from the 
trip, and the physical benefit he would obtain, he would be will¬ 
ing to shower a volume of blessings upon Bluff.

BT WILL WILDWOOD. 

Among the many sports which the humble chronicler of this 
“o’er true tale” had never enjoyed (until of late) must be men¬ 
tioned that of trout-fishing—most delightful of the pastimes 
known In antique lore as “fysshlnge wythe an angle”—and when 
it was finally ordained that the writer hereof should be initiated 
into the mysteries of that fascinating art, great was his joy in 
the anticipation thereof. 

To proceed at once without further parley Into the “narration 
of the narrative;” a trio of amateurs set out on the northward 
bound “special” about five o’clock p. m., one fine day near the 
dose of May, destined for the trout streams in the vicinity of 
Ashland, on the head of Chequamegon Bay, a clear, blue expanse 
of water which sets hack from grand old Lake Superior. The 
party in jn-upHa pertoua, consisted of Phil. Henry, a genial 
angler of most pleasing and courteous demeanor, who hailed 
from the “Cream City;” Jack Wayman, a gentleman who had 
seized upon this occasion to take a brief respite from business, 
and who, though not an angler, delighted In the freedom of a 
ramble through the backwoods; and lastly, Will Wildwood, 
verily a “green ’un,” so far as the fascinating art of trout-flsb- 
ing was concerned. Of the trip by rail, to the destined “land of 
promise,” suffice to say that they were bowled along at right 
good speed, over two hundred and twenty-live miles of fair 
country; through the vast forest which Intervenes, almost un¬ 
broken for the greater part of that distance, between W-, on 

the southern branch Of the Central railroad and the far-famed 
trout stream of the Lake Superior region; through villages 
which have sprung into existence as It were by a touch of the 
magician’s wand, and In an almost incredibly short space of time 
become of Importance as manufacturing towns; over the dividing 
line of the Penokce Iron Ridge into the wild and picturesque 
country beyond, crossing with rush and clatter the famous White 
River bridge nearly sixteen hundred feet in length, and over one 
hundred feet above the clear running waters of the stream of 
that name with ite high, bold banks, and rare promise as a trout 
stream; and catching a fleeting glimpse, likewise, of 811ver Creek, 
the Brunsweiler and Trout brooks—all famous streams for trout- 
Ing—through this shifting panorama of scenes and places the trio 
were rapidly whirled along until,pate in the evening, they brought 
up at their destination, Ashland. 

The next morning was clear and bright, with that rare and ex¬ 
hilarating atmosphere and azure sky, seen at no time In all the 
twelve changeful mouths of the year in such perfection and un¬ 
tarnished beauty as In the “merry month of May”—prime season 
of the trout-flsher’s delight—and provided with a basket of eat¬ 
ables by the sable cook (blessings be on his head for “several 
end sundry” meals of tempting viands served In the highest 
style of the culinary art, and the exquisite flavor of which are not 
yet, or ever will be forgotten), the triplet decided upon paaBlng 
the day at Fish Creek, two miles distant. They were joined at 
the landing by that prince of anglers and right royal companion, 
Eugene T. Prince, a sportsman of the “first water,” who does not 
belie his name, either as a trout-flsheror 8 gentleman sportsman. 
He seems In truth "hale fellow well met” at all times and places. 
The sun was high toward the zenith ere they launched their skiffs, 
and setting the oars In the rowlocks, pulled toward the mouth of 
the stream, which pours Its cold, crystal waters Into Chequame- 
gan Bay, at the head of that expanse of “blue waves and foam- 
capped billows”—except that In this Instance the bay was moved 
only by a gentle swell which set In from Lake Superior, and broke 
In tiny white caps on the Ihoal at the entrance of Fish Creek. 
The morning fishing was practically over, and after rowing up 
the winding channel of the stream, beneath over-arching cedars, 
and bending alders, along thickly wooded shores which came 
down abruptly to the water’s edge, crowned (the banks not the 
Btream) with rank verdure, and all suggestive In Its primitive 
beauty, silent grandeur and natural charm, a fair; realm, where 
the sylphs and sprites and water nymphs might love to congre¬ 
gate. Round the curves where the waters glance and sparkle, 
and break in ewlft whirling eddies to the deeper pools below— 


favorite haunts of the wary trout—one might almost expect to 
behold any fairy Incarnation of grace and beauty which should 
appropriately go with such mystic nooks and shady coves ’ueath 
the spreading branches. In two or three spots upon the margin 
of the stream might be observed the delicate Imprint of the wild 
deers’ footsteps, where the graceful creatures bad come down 
perchance at rosy dawn or In the dusk of evening to drink from 
the pure, cold rill, and then basteD back to the secure retreats of 
the native forest. 

At noon the sylvan meal was spread—light rolls, cold meats 
etc., with criep, rich, strawberry ehort-cakb (most delicious of 
viands) by way of dessert, and the purest, clear, cold water from 
the adjacent brook, the whole partaken beneath the branches of 
a huge maple, where boughs and clustered leaves allowed only a 
few gleams of sunlight to penetrate beneath, and devoured was 
that luncheon with such an appetite aa comes only of exercise In 
the open air. 

This pleasant duty over, the party set about to enjoy the pleas- 
ures of angling, Philip Henry and Eugene Prince taking a skill 
and venturing further up the Btream, while Jack Wayman and 
"Will Wildwood” rambled alongthe banks,-casting hra line here 
and there, where an Inky pool or submerged log might Indicate 
a retreat for the trout. The graceful and scientific art of fly 
fishing was not practised; firstly, because the local wiseacres had 
decreed that trout would not rise to the fly at this season and 
place, and secondly, being with one exception (viz., Mr. Prince) 
mere tyros in the pastime, they preferred a more “taking,” even 
If less elegant, style. Hence the primitive angle-worm and the 
festive minnow were made to suffice as bait, and thus equipped 
the anglers began the foray. Mr. Henry, under the skilful uuld 
ance of Prince, aided not a Uttle by his own knowledge of ang¬ 
ling, was soon engaged in bringing in the graceful trout In con¬ 
siderable numbers, as was evinced by the spirited conversation 
of the twain aa they passed up the stream. With Jack Wayman 
and “Will Wildwood” the fates were not, however, so propitious. 
Repeatedly were they disappointed lu what appeared favorable 
pools, and finally the latter weuded his way up the banks of the 
brook and carefully dropped hla hook below the gnarled trunk of 
a fallen tree in the water, and was rewarded by a quick jerk at 
the Hue and a view of flashing silver sides, as the bold biter 
seized the hook, and a few instants later “Will Wildwood” had 
the proud satisfaction of landing Ills first trout. It waB a small 
fish as compared with the larger specimens taken in this Btream, 
yet the angler felt a thrill of exquisite pleasure upon receiving 
the captured trout, and contemplating Ita rare beauty and sym¬ 
metry combined with Its marvelous activity which makes it, with 
the exception of the monarch Balmon, the king of American 
game flsh. 

From thence till even-tide the sport was excellent, and as the 
anglers gathered to compare notes, It was discovered that Philip 
Henry took the lead, not only in numbers, but In the size of trout 
taken. He had in truth a fine lot, the largest of which weighed 
a trifle less than two pounds, and several others ranging from 
twelve ounces to one pound and upwards. Eugene Prince had a 
very respectable “exhibit,” though lie bad to some degree given 
his companion the preference a9 to time aod places for Helling, 
Ou the way homeward a neat skiff shot in view, aud a gentlemau 
who handled hlB rod with a dexterity horn only of experience, 
brought to boat a fine flsh, remarking aa he did so, “That brings 
the score of to-day up to one hundred trout.” His companion, 
Charles More, fainouB as the best guide In the region, assented, 
and after the usual salutations to the party, as to “brothers of 
the angle,” the skiff aod its occupants passed on. The Incident 
served to give some idea of the superb fishing an expert angler 
enjoys In this stream, and on the way downward, as “the shades 
of the eve come slowly down," the quartette discoursed of the 
various fishing reBOrts of the locality—of “The Rocks’’ across 
the bay, where, during June trout of three pounds are not unfre- 
quently taken; of Isle Royale, and the famous Nepigan on the 
north shore of Lake Superior, probably at the present lime the 
finest trout stream In America, of the mauy brooks about Ash¬ 
land and Bayfield, literally teeming with speckled trout, and 
last, not least, of the bass fishing near Silver Creek, in one of 
the most delightful lakes in northern Wisconsin; with the maa- 
callonge Ashing at Butternut Lake—taken all In all would seem 
to make the Lake Superior region an angler's paradise. Thus 
ended “Will Wildwood's” first day among the trout, but should 
he survive to participate iu many another, he will never forget 
the rare sport, the courtesy and geniel nature of his companions, 
and all that aided to make so wholly delightful his first day’s 
troutlng at Fish Creek. 


Dr. Pratt and the Kankakee .Supervisors. 

We direct the attention of the reader to the following pro¬ 
ceedings of the board of supervisors in relation to the contro¬ 
versy with Dr. Pratt. AH the charges against Dr. Pratt are 
sustained by conclusive testimony, aud fully justifies not only 
the board In reducing the amount of his payment, but vindi¬ 
cates those who have brought the matter before the public. 

The committee on flsh reported as follows; 

“Your committee to whom was referred the matter of purchasing dsh 
to stock the Kankakee river would beg leave to submit the following 
report on the matters before them; 

Thai about March 1 they purchased of W. A. Pratt, fish commie 
stoner of the State of Illinois, one hundred thousand salmon irouL, de¬ 
livered at Kankakee or Momance, at elxty-flve cents per thousand, and 
tweDty-flve tbonasnd land-locked salmon at one dollar and twenty-live 
cents per thousand. 

On March 10 Mr. Pratt delivered at Kankakee eight cans ol llsb ill 
which he claimed there was thirty-two thousand. On March 20 he de 
livered at Momence nine cans, in wbloh he claimed there was forty live 
thousand flab, and on March "0 be delivered at Kankakee ten cane in 
which he claimed there was forty-three thousand flsh. On the evening 
of the arrival of Mr. Pratt with the last lot of flsh. I was unable to meet 
him on accoont of a previous engagement, but arranged with super¬ 
visor Hanna to receive and care for the flsh, aud suggested to him the 
propriety of verifying the count. Supervisor Hanna emptied a cau of 
flsh into a tab on the porch of Mrs. Worden's house, near the river, imd 
told Pratt that they would be held until morning for counting, and in¬ 
stead of flu ding the aceroge claimed to be in the ten cans, viz.: forty- 
three hundred, we found fifteen hundred and twenty. Mr. Pratt had 
left town, notwithstanding he bad been notified that the flsh wonld be 
counted in the morning. 

In jneticeto said Pratt It should be stated that he afterwards claimed 
that in that can there were ooly thirty -five hundred. He was at once 
notified of the result and Informed that we could not pay him for the 
fish according to hla computation, bnt would bring the matter before 
vour board at Its next session. We have since found the person who 
tarnished the flsh to Mr. Pratt, aod his affidavit as to the number fur¬ 
nished la attached hereto. 

In this affidavit we find that in the first lot of eight cans in which 
Pratt claimed there were thirty-two tbooaand there were twenty-five 
thousand, In the second lot of nine cans in which be claimed there 
were forty-five thousand there were twenty thousand, and in nine of 
the last ten cans in which there was claimed to be forty-three thousand, 
bnt adding the one can that Mr. Lytle did not claim to sell to Mr. Pratt 
(and probably the one that was counted him, as he says they were nol 
the esme kind of flsh as the other cans), there would be twenty one 
thousand and five hundred. Total, sixty-six thousand and five hundred. 
As Mr. Lytle claims that he furnished the fish to twenty-six or the 
twenty-seven cans, and that they were all salmon treat, and Pratt 
claims and charges for twenty-three thousand land-locked salmon at 
doable tlie price of salmon trout, we are led to believe that Pratt has 
charged for 81,1100 land-look aelmon that he never delivered to ue. 

From all the evidence before ne we wonld recommend that W. A. 
Pratt tie paid for 6S.OOO eelmon trout at 66c per m„ $48.86. For 1,W)0 
land-lock salmon at $1.86 per m., $1.86. His expenae patting Califor¬ 
nia aelmon Into river, $4.00. Total, $48.16. 
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We attach affidavit of A. E. Lytle aa to the correctness of W A 
Pratt's cosot:

Cook County. f ”■ 

A. E Lytle being sworn says he la a resident of Geneva Lake, Wis¬ 
consin. That he le engaged In fleh oslture. That on or about the Amt 
day of March, 1878. he contracted to deliver to Dr. W. A. Pratt of 
Elgin, 68,000 fleh. The agreement with me was that be. Pratt was to 
to pay me X of a dollar per m. for the flsh, and he represented ’that he 
received X of a dollar for selling them. On March IB, 1878,1 delivered 
him 85,000 salmon tront for Kankakee, delivered In eight ten-gallon 
cans. On March 22. 1878, 1 delivered 30,000 for Kankakee In nine ten- 
gallon cane. On March *0, 1878, 80,000 delivered In nine ten-gallon 
cane for Kankakee. Aftlanl further states that he measured the fleh Into 
the cans and koows the count to be correct, and further says that the 
count was satisfactory to Dr. Pratt. It was not claimed or pretended 
that there was more than 66.000 flsh In the whole lot. Affiant states 
that said Pratt afterwards told me that he delivered the cans I sold him 
SI Kankakee and with the oouot that I had made of the flsh. 

Affiant farther stales that he has not yet received hie pay from Mr 
Pratt for the tleh delivered as herein stated, bnt the same remains due 
and unpaid. 

Affiant further status that he Is credibly Informed, and verily be¬ 
lieves, that Dr. Prattdld not receive or have to exceed the sum of 10 000 
laud locked soluion from the U. 8. fleh commissioner at Washington dur¬ 
ing 1878, and out of that number he Is credibly Informed that he claims 
to have sold and delivered to the board of public works at Springfleld 
111.. 10.000of said flsh, and affiant further states that said land-lock sal¬ 
mon can only be obtained from the said D. 8, dsh commissioner at 
Washington D. C, A S Lttl». 

Subscribed and sworn to before me by the said A E Lytle this Ibid 
day of April, 1878. II. K. Wnasi.ae, Notary Public. 

We would also call the attention of the board to the fact that he was 
selling us flab at 85cper thoueand and paying at Elgin for the same fish 
66 3 3c per thousand. 

All of which is raspuctfnlly submitted, D. C. Taylor Ch’n. 

The report was received and adopted.” 

The following letter, received by Mr. Taylor, ia conrllmatory of 
the statement of Mr. Lytle aa to the number of land-locked aal- 
inon sent to thia state. It will be remembered in tills connection 
that Mr. Pratt claims to have sold 10,000 to Springfleld and de¬ 
livered 23,000 In Kankakee.

Fishino in Otsego Lake.— Cooperstown, N. Y.—Editor Chi- 
caffo Field :—During the past week great quantities of lake trout 
were taken by hook and line, both still fishing and trolling, in 
Otsego Lake. One day last week, near the ‘‘Sunken Island,” 
Mr. A. W. Thayer and party captured flfty-6ix pounds, the largest 
specimen weighing six and a half pounds being taken by Mrs. 
Thayer. Another fisherman took sixty-one pounds, average 
weight about two and a half pounds; some of the flsh weighed 
three to five pounds each. Other parties took from ten to twenty- 
five pounds each, making a total for the day of nearly, or quite, 
300 pounds of elegant trout. No finer sport was ever had, and 
no finer lot of fish ever seen in these waters. The proof is abso¬ 
lute that tho Introduction of the lake trout und other game fish 
Into our beautiful lake is a perfect success. The black bass, 
rock bass, land-locked salmon, and whlteflsh will soon tell their 
own story, and the day Is near at haud when with proper legal 
protection, Otsego lake will be one of the most attractive fish¬ 
ing gtound6 in t.he state.

Editor Chicago Field :—In your issueof May 25, you inquire 
“Will American frogs eat fish!” In reply I will state that upon 
one occasion during the year I87fl, as I was driving along the 
edge of a large ditch which led Into one of the numerous bayous 
of this neighborhood, my attention was attracted by the tail end 
of a fish protruding out of the water about four inches. I got 
down from my buggy to see what kept the fish in thia singular 
position, and to my astoniahmeut, 1 perceived that the head to a 
point above the gills, was firmly held in the mouth of an enormous 
bull frog—of the kind occasionally eaten in this state. I made 
au etTort to capture the frog but he escaped into deep water. 
Now, this Is a fact from actual observation, and I have no doubt 
that the frog swallowed the fish In due season, at all events he 
did not let him go In my sight. 

So much for the flsh story. Now for a snake story. In August 
lust, while returning from a deer drive, I was surprised at seeing 
what I took at first to be a snake with two tails lying directly 
across my path. Upon closer examination I discovered that I 
liad come upon a king-snake In the act of swallowing a rattle¬ 
snake. In fact he had almost accomplished It,'as there remalued 
hut two or three Inches of the rattle-snake’s tail, with the rattles 
to be swallowed. I had often heard of this animosity of the 
king-snake to the rattlers, but had never before witnessed one In 
tho act of dining off his enemy. My companion, “Old Joe,” was 
present, and he wouldn’t fib for a new Parker breech-loader! It 
is not currently believed here that black snakes are enemies of 
the rattle-snakes, as stated in u cotemporary sportsmen’.- gazette, 
hut it is a very prevalent belief among hunters, woodsmen, and 
swampers that the king-snake seeks out and devours every rattle¬ 
snake that it can find. The rattler above alluded to was much 
smaller apparently, than his captor. 

Now, Mr. Editor, as a clincher I would ask you If you have 
ever heard of or known a dog that would hunt terrapins on landl 
11 not, let rue inform you that some years since there lived upon 
Hie Bayou Manchac, a gentleman, Urslu Attain by name, who 
owned a mongrel of unknown and very mixed breed, that wa6 
celebrated for his exploits as a terrapin hunter. He was a shaggy, 
hairy dog, of medium aize, and when out terrapin hunting wouid 
never give voice upon the trail but would silently follow the 
trail of some female that bad come ashore to deposit her eggs, 
until he came up with her or upon the eggB, then he would bark 
furiously until his master came to him and gathered the spoil, 
which invariably proved to be the eggs, or the “yaller belly 
cootah" herself. These terrapins were very numerous, and Mr.

The Goldfish Question. 

Rochester, N. Y. 

Editor Chicago Field:— In your Issue of the 25th, I notice 
a letter from a party who Bigus himself “Mississippi," and as I 
am under the Impression that this gentleman Is writing for Infor¬ 
mation and not for the sole purpose of exercising his right to crit¬ 
icize the acts of public men, I will cheerfully give him what my 
experience has been .In regard to goldfish eating very young flsh, 
in addition to what I have already given. Abfiut a year ago I 
had a pond made at our hatching works at Caledonia for the pur¬ 
pose of putting in a few goldfish merely for Bbow, and with no In¬ 
tention of breeding them. As I saw they were Inclined to spawn, 
1 had some weeds and grass thrown In at one end for them to 
spawn in, which they did; as a donaequence, at least one hundred 
thousand young fry were hatched out. There were about fifty or 
sixty mature goldfish in the pond, and the young began to disap¬ 
pear very rapidly, and now there Is scarcely one hundred left. 

As the pond was perfectly secure they could not possibly have 
got out. In further proof, I have frequently placed the young 
“T °f shad, whlteflsh and trout In my aquarium containing gold¬ 
fish and seen them take them. 

Having a few goldfish fry In a small glass jar I put them in 
the aquarium and they were also dispatched In a short time. 

I do not claim that goldfish will destroy large flsh, but I do 
claim and can prove that they will eat very young flsh, and that 
js all that I claimed In my first article. I would not advise put- 
ing goldfish in a stream as they are a pond fleh and prefer Bttll to 
running water. I would not place them In a pond or Btream 

IS y° HD 8 fry If I did not want them eaten up. 

What I have written on this subject I have learned from my 
own experience and observation. I do not know that it has cost

The Stock Dog Question. 

BY ARNOLD BURGES. 

“Dog Whip” says,In his opinion jndgingstockdogs and bitches 
by their progeny alone ie a farce, and that the only proper way 
is to consider the progenitors and offspring collectively. There 
Is no more Important class than thlB at our bench 6hows, since 
it presents a practical demonstration of the ability or non-ability 
of each animal to beget others worthy of his lineage and supposed 
Individual qualities. Many dogs good themselves fail to propa¬ 
gate their goodness, and stock classes betray thia fact to the pub¬ 
lic, which would otherwise remain in ignorance of It, and perhaps 
individually seek the services, and suffer disappointment through 
the failure of the dog or bitch which had won notoriety In other 
less trying ordeals. Every man’s opinion us to mariner of judg¬ 
ing such classes Is therefore worthy of consideration, and when 
divested of prejudice and supported by sound reasoning affords 
by comparison with others the surest and safest road to correct 
conclusion. The great difficulty lies In the fact that all men are 
swayed more or less by their own interests, and the man who 
owns a stock dog that is capable himself of winning prizes natu¬ 
rally favors a collective class, while the owner of au animal not 
equally handsome, as reasonably desires such classification that 
the dog’s representatives alone shall be judged. We have care¬ 
fully considered this matter from all standpoints, and firmly be 
lieve the latter Is the proper way of judging, for the following 
reasons: 

That “like begets like” is a sound principle, and upon this 
ground a handsome dog Is worelikely to beget handsome offspring 
than a coarser animal; but It is also certain that some plain dogs, 
especially, well-bred ones, do produce progeDy of the highest 
quality. To establish a stock class upon the collective plan is to 
bar these dogs and their offspring from competition, and we may 
very easily find ourselves placed in the embarrassing position of 
seeing dogs which have beaten others in single dog classes, them¬ 
selves beaten by their inferiors when joiDed with a handsome 
sire or dam, Blnce the combined scale of the one lot outnumbers 
that of the others weighed down by the defects of a coarse pro¬ 
genitor. 

Stock classes are devised for the purpose of testing the produc¬ 
tive powers of the different competitors; this le their natural and 
sole empire, and they cannot consistently be made judgement 
bars for the dogs themselves apart from this limited sphere. 
Open classes, on the other hand, afford the proper tests for each 
dog’s Individual merit, and It would be just as reasonable to 
award a prize there to the dog with the best offspring, as to de¬ 
feat him In the stock class when backed by those opposing be¬ 
cause he was not himself handsomer than some other competi¬ 
tor. This collective plan may very reasonably defeat the very ob¬ 
ject of stock classes, since, as we have shown, a dog with Infe¬ 
rior progeny may win by hiB own show quality, and thus become 
attractive to breeders who do not see the class together, and only 
know that a certain dog has the stock prize. What we all want 
Is not dogs as good as those we have now but belter than these if 
we can get them. The theory of breeding fine animals consists 
in mating selected specimens of the best quality, and certainly it 
Is suicidal to tbla principal to make the anlmal6 which can pro¬ 
duce the beet specimens take rank below one of Inferior produc¬ 
tive power. This Is equivalent to giving a prize for bad quality 
rather than for good, and Is Inconsistent and self destructive. 

It Is a notorious fact that some of the very best stock dogs 
and bitches of the world are not themselves show animals. 
Take for Instance, Mr. Llewellln’s Dan, a dog that would be 
beaten out of sight by most of the benchers, yet the sire of more 
bench winners than uuy dog alive or dead. Hla progeny have 
swept the prize lists of both England and this country, yet un¬ 
der this collective plan he might, If exhibited, be easily beaten 


by some bench crack whose progeny could not compare with his. 
1s this consistent or even sensible! Do we want such dogs as 
Dan’s get with their beauty and intelligence or the spawn of 
some prettier good-for-nothing whose finer proportions lift him 
above the grand old dog! We take It that ,r Dogwhlp" himself 
would be the first to protest, (f he could see Dan with Leicester 
and his sister Leda, beaten by some dog whose superior show 
quality made up for the deficiencies of hla produce. It is true 
that our supposition cau never become actually the fact since 
Dan will never be shown; yet the principle remains, and la just 
as applicable to other cases and just as bad In Its results there as 
in the one we have supposed. If we are to go on Improving our 
dogs—if we do not want to stop where we are, and very possibly 
go backwards let us give stock, prizes to the dogB that beget the 
beat stack. Let us not look at the offspring and say, this lot Is 
the best and consequently nearest to that we wish to attain to 
but that sire is superior to this and must have the prize, because 
when he Is considered the collective scale of the lot is the greater. 


Nose. 

„ Portland, Me. 

Kditok Cuicago Field: —We uee this term when speaking of 
dogs as meaning the pouter of smell, and not the organ of smell. 
We say that & dog has a good or bad nose without any reference 
to the appearance of the organ Itself. It may be that e dog” 
organ of smell Is of good form and handsomely marked, and yet 
he has a “bad nose." Or he may have a nose that Is deformed, 
and still have “a good nose.” The double or spilt nose Is 
an Instance of a deformity that does not appear to Impair the 
power of smell. A dog’s nose then is his power of smell, and in 
common parlance, among sportsmen at least, does not apply to 
the organ of smell unless explicitly so stated. Frequent misap¬ 
plications of the terms "good nose” and "bad nose” are made. 
A dog having a good nose must be naturally endowed with a keen 
power of smell, This power can be so developed as to enable 
the dog to detect the faintest odors, and to discriminate between 
those that are very much alike. The dog which may be justly 
said to have a bad nose 1s one that has not been thus endowed by 
nature with a keen power of smell. Through no course of educa¬ 
tion can such a dog ever acquire a good nose, although It may be 
perchance many times credited with one. A good nose is inherent. 
But through education and experience there may be such wonderful 
development of this power as to give the impression that the 
power has been acquired. If frequently shooting over the same 
dogs, an observant sportsman (one whose observations are not 
confined to gun and game but a good share devoted to the dogs) 
Is soon able to place a just value upon tho nose of each dog. 
But under other circumstances the most observant and best In¬ 
formed sportsmeu are sometimes deceived by appearances, while 
those who are not adepts are often deceived. Let us Illustrate. 
One day you shoot for the first time over Don and Dush and judge 
that Don has a “bad nose” os compared with the “good nose” of 
Dash. And why! “Well,” you say, “having forced our way 
through a hedge of trees and bushes to hunt another field, Dash 
was the first to find, and Don had a few minutes before been 
within a few feet of where the birds were lying. No one had 
been shooting there and the birds were scattered, feeding.” So 
it would seem, but you did not notice the hawk that left his perch 
on a tree near by when you first appeared upon the scene. He 
had flushed and scattered that covey of partridges before you ar¬ 
rived and was patiently waiting for the birds to move about 
when you disturbed him. The good nose of your favorite, Dash, 
would have failed to discover the birds just then, but during the 
“few minutes” before your return to this place the partridges 
began to stir about and give a scent, which Dash chanced first to 
find. As you know all about partridges, alias quails, withhold¬ 
ing their scent for awhile when much frightened, you can per¬ 
ceive the injustice of your accusation against Don. 

Another day you shoot over the same dogs and an incident oc¬ 
curs which leads you to judge that Don has a “good nose” after 
all, but Dash has a bad one. Don was pointing a bird in long 
grass which hid him from view Dash, with head high and at 
full speed, crosses between the bird and Don without taking the 
scent. At the 6ignnl, however, he turns back, and, taking the 
scent, draws up, cqniing to 1 a Dnn point some distance ahead of 
staunch old Don, who had not. budged an inch in all this time. 
And it was such a long point, too, for the bird rose well ahead of 
Dash. So you think that Don has much the best nose! But he 
was close upon the bird when be first struck the scent, which so 
filled his nostrils that he immediately became a rigid fixture, re¬ 
maining so while the bird stole away, and Dash really took the 
scent at a greater distance than Don. 

It is difficult to judge by one trial of the comparative merits 
of dogs In the field, unless there is a marked difference existing, 
even when the trial is made under the most favorable circum¬ 
stances of the same ground and condition of atmosphere for all 
the dogs, and the game to which all are most accustomed. How 
much more difficult than to make just comparisons when the 
dogs are hunted upon different grounds, and upon different days, 
Involving, different conditions of atmosphere, and various 
attendant circumstances. 

The experienced sportsman, however, Bees and comprehends 
many things that would be unnoticed by a novice, or perhaps 
only noticed to be misconstrued. 

Many a sportsman has had his own errors of judgment shown 
to him by the sagacity of an experienced dog. A dog that has 
been welljmanaged in the field for a half-dozen seasons has little 
to learn in regard to finding game to which it is accustomed, 
from even the most experienced master. 

In behalf of many fine dogs do I resent the sweeping injustice 
of the charge made In a late number of the Chicago Field by 
“G.” that “all dogs that make false points are deficient In nose.” 
So far is this from being true, that in fact many false points are 
actually owing to superior delicacy of nose, and the majority o 
them are owing to other than the cause assigned by “G.” Ex¬ 
cepting occasional instances, this fault of making false points is 
chiefly, although not entirely, confined to young, inexperienced, 
or badly broken dogs. A dog with a very fine nose, draws up 
when he catches the faint scent that prevails where birds have 
very recently been, but have now gone eleewhere. The same 
scent is not detected by a dog with a bad nose, for he must have 
the scent steaming hot from a bird almost under him ere he 
detects It, or pays any attention to It. Again, a rapid high-strung 
dog with a fine nose, has been punished for flushing. And with 
tlie punishment fresh in his memory draws np as if on game 
when he detects the faintest scent. But, one may ask, ought not 
a dog with a good nose distinguish , between thia scent and one 
coming direct from the bird! Perhaps, on some game, he ought 
to be able to thus discriminate without any special teaching, but 
not always should this be expected of him. There are few rules 
without exceptions, and the exceptions are said to prove the rule. 
The views here expressed are generally applicable, but may not 
be equally so to all sorts of game, and in Bame respects may 
even be inapplicable to a special locality or to game found under 
special conditions. If your dog makes a false point endeavor to 
ascertain the cause. Perhaps you can find no droppings or other 
"sign” to indicate the presence of birds, yet there may be some¬ 
thing detected by the dog that you fall to perceive. If you fear 
the dog has a bad nose try him In various wayB where yon can be 
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positive that there 1 b or Is not game to be found. Ton may see 
a bird rise at a distance, from no apparent canse except it be a 
desire for another feeding place. Go immediately to the spot It 
left and if your dog has a good nose he will probably convince 
you of the fact. Although no bird Is there do not beat the dog 
If he points, but cause him to break his point, not with violence 
of act or language, however, but gently show him hie error. 

Thus you may correct him without detracting from his 
cautiousness, whereas, If you undertake by violent punishment to 
teach him to be doubly sure of his bird ere making a point, there 
will be as a result the probability of many times flushing wild 
birds. As the result of patient and gentle Instruction Instead of 
punishment In such cases, the dog will pause when taking a 
scent, and show by his actions whether there Is any doubt about 
the game being there. 

Of course It Is very an noylng sometimes to walk up in the expect¬ 
ancy of a shot, only to find that your dog has made a false point. 
Yet if the point Is owing to a delicate nose or Inexperience, or 
very likely both, you may be comforted by the thought that when 
game Is found you will not lose good shots and much patience 
on account of the dog flushing. Another class of false points are 
those made upon other than the proper game. These points are 
owing, in a great extent, to the dog’s training. An unbroken 
puppy will point barnyard fowl, sparrows, and almost any bird, or 
even animals and reptiles. After the dog has been taught to point 
—certain birds, and has bad experience with them, he will pay 
no attention to others. But if his experience in the field has 
been very limited, when he finds for the first time a turtle or a 
field-lark, he may point as staunchly as If on a game bird. 

Especially Is this likely to happen if he Is a cautious dog with 
a delicate nose, and It is the first creature of the sort ever scented 
by him. Or it may be that he has on some previous occasion 
found and pointed it without correction. 

But If after a fair amount of experience a dog habitually makes 
such points, It may be Inferred that his education has been neg¬ 
lected. It is questionable if a dog ever points a bird, mistak¬ 
ing It for another genus. It would seem that a dog possessed 
of so bad a nose as to do that would seldom point at all. 

It is an easy matter to teach well-bred setters and pointers to 
staunchly point certain blrdB, and still easier to teach them not 
to point other birds. 

We have practiced a dog upon field-larks until working as finely 
upon them as could be desired for any birds, finally breaking It in 
three days so that no attention was given to them, except occa¬ 
sionally to drop to wing; and a field-lark will occasionally rise 
sufficiently like a partridge to render that excusable. 

It Is not improbable that thiB dog may again point larks, and 
this might be severely condemned If occurring at a public field- 
trial. Tet really the dog would not be deserving of the blame, 
and such points would not be the least Indication of a bad nose. 
Another class of false points is apt to occur when strange dogs, 
or a large number, are brought together in the field. Instead of 
attending strictly to business they are watching the movements 
of each other, prompted by either jealousy or curiosity. 

When one pauses the others that observe him stop, and then 
follows a succession of false points, or what Is often termed 
“back-standing." One dog, attracted by the movements or per¬ 
haps the strange color of another, stops to gaze at him. Number 
two seiog the motionless form Immediately backs, and soon all 
the dogs are pointing or backing each other. 

We remember an occasion when the annoyance from this cause 
was so oft repeated as to render it necessary to divide the party. 

A gentleman had joined us with an all-white setter which was 
In every respect a stranger to the other dogs. We were shoot¬ 
ing in old fields where there was a rank growth of sedge and 
weeds. When the white dog crossed before one of the others 
the latter would become transfixed as if a ghost had been seen. 
Then the ghost, a fine dog, would Immediately back, and, unless 
we succeeded In speedily separating them, all the dogs followed 
suit. After being repeatedly deceived by these false points and 
losing lots of time and patience, we divided the party. Still 
another class of false points has been described by a well known 
writer In alluding to a field trial, where one of the dogs com¬ 
menced to point the moment It was put down, and then followed 
a successive series of half-points until game was found. This 
was probably due to overtraining, but the breaker claimed that 
game was winded each time the dog drew up, and as It ended by 
a find, the judges gave the dog a full score, although he was not 
entitled to It in the opinion of the writer alluded to. In field 
trials the penalty for a false point Is unjustly severe, based, as It 
probably is, upon the theory that the commission of this fault 
Is owing to a bad nose, while In fact it is very often, and prob¬ 
ably In the majority of Instances, committed from some other 
cause. 

A dog Is sometimes thought to have a good or bad nose be¬ 
cause he trails birds, while some believe that every trading dog 
has a bad nore. Others speak with praise of the good nose of a 
dog that will trail birds across a forty-acre lot In any sort of cover. 
And as proof of each theory, the one can Instance the fact of any 
cur being able to trail or follow a track, and the other can call 
attention to the superior noBe of a fox-bound. The fact that a 
dog is a trailer does not show that his nose Is either very good 
or very bad; but It does show that Its master or breaker has al¬ 
lowed it to acquire a habit that is detestable in the open. Some 
dogs, however, are encouraged and taught to acquire the habit 
as an accomplishment, but others are carefully prevented ever 
acquiring the habit. 

We should not apply the term “trailer" to a dog that, when 
commanded to seek dead, finds a crippled bird by the foot-scent, 
but hunts thuB upon no other occasion. Upon many occasions 
the failure of a dog to point game when found is no Indication of 
a bad nose. A high-bred puppy may at first point every bird It 
finds. But if a dog has been well broken upon one kind of game 
and points nothing else, he will very likely fail to point game 
new to him when first hunted upon It. 

This Is frequently a source of chagrin to the owner who Infers 
that the dog has not a good noee, whereas It may In fact be pos¬ 
sessed of a very superior nose. 

I remember shooting over a setter that, fresh from the old 
country, would pay no attention to snipe but run them up as If 
so many sparrows. Tet In a very short time he became an ex¬ 
cellent snipe dog. A son of this dog remained In the hands of a 
breaker until It was all that could be desired for partridges, the 
breaker endeavoring to purchase him at a liberal price. Tet 
when that dog was tried on snipe he acted at first as did hts sire 
before him. H1b first season on snipe was In a vicinity where 
snipe were plenty and where there were a number 
of fine dogs that had been broken on this game. 
Yet In a week’s time he was acknowledged by the owners 
of the other dogs to be superior to all as a snipe dog. Many a 
dog has been censured for an apparent lack of nose, and ulti¬ 
mately proved to be possessed of an exceptionally good noee. 

I remember a striking Instance that came under my obser¬ 
vation while grouse shooting In Scotland some years since. Shoot¬ 
ing one day over a fresh brace of setters some words of praise 
were bestowed upon one of the dogs as having a superior nose, 
besides being unusually well broken. The keeper, an excellent 
breaker, replied that It was a remarkable dog. "A remarkably 
good dog" I exclaimed. “I did not mean that, slrl The truth 
Is I hardly dared to bring him out to-day and only did so because 


the others were knocked up." He then explained that after 
having thoroughly yard-broken the dog It was taken Into the field 
where, notwithstanding the most assiduous training, he met with 
no apparent success for. the dog would not point a bird. After 
repeated trials and failures of this kind he was much discouraged 
and feared that he bad spent bis time and patience In breaklug a 
dog with a bad nose, concluding with the remark “Indeed sir, it 
Is remarkable, but the dog never stood a bird before to-day." 
And yet this dog worked beautifully all day, not once flushing, 
and we found an abundance of grouse, also several snipe. The 
latter were found by the older experienced dog, staunchly backed 
however, by the novice. From that day the youngster was kept 
in pretty constant use, being my choice of the kennel and prov¬ 
ing worthy of the preference by many superior qualities besides 
noee. The keeper afterwards told me that he took this dog out, 
the first time that I saw It in the field, In great fear of the result. 
But forced to it by the exegencies of the occasion concluded to 
give him one more trial, in full expectancy of Its being the last 
one. This was a striking case of apparent sudden conversion, 
but I have known of others more gradual yet of similar nature.

The Dog In Health. 

It is a fact but little creditable to our poor humanity, that the 
animal, of our domesticated animals, that ministers In the great¬ 
est measure to our pleasures Is the least generally understood, 
and, as a rule, the most unkindly treated. The dog gladly and 
willingly forsakes the companionship of his own kind, and at¬ 
taches himself toman, whom he serves with fidelity and devotion, 
and loves with a love that Is unutterable, and that ceases only 
when the death-film creeps over his eye, and his all-too-short life 
Is ended. And what Is this faithful creature’s reward I Too 
often the bit and the buffet, the kick for the kiss, just enough 
bread to hang life upon, water but seldom, and the hardest cor¬ 
ner for a pallet at night. Now, it would be very easy for me to 
fill columns, aye, and volumes, with anecdotes Illustrative of the 
noble nature of my friend the dog—of his courage, his magna¬ 
nimity, his high Intelligence, and great power of reasoning; but 
such is no part of my Intention. I do but plead in these short 
papers for greater kindness to be shown to our canine servant, 
and for his more rational treatment in health and sickness. And 
why I For many reasons. First and foremost—kindness to the 
lower animals which we happen to own Is a Christian duty, and 
we have no right to keep any creature In subjection and bondage, 
without studying its nature and habits, and doing what we can 
to make it comfortable and happy. To act otherwise Is grossly 
cruel and sinful. Secondly, the dog is an animal that well repays 
all the care and attention bestowed upon him, for not only Is he 
the wisest of all the Inferior creation, but he is to my thinking 
the most beautiful; and you have only to visit the kennels of any 
of our large breeders, or enter almost any dog show, to see the 
state of perfection to which he may be brought by care. Thirdly 
—and this Is a serious reason—there Is no more terrible death 
than that from hydrophobia; it cannot enter Into my mind to 
conceive a more concentrated agony, both of mind and body, 
than that which the poor wretch striken with this dread malady 
seems to suffer. And this disease is caused by the bite of a rabid 
animal, usually a dog, and, rare as rabies is, it Is now the gen¬ 
eral belief of the medical and veterinary professions that madness 
In the dog may arise spontaneously in our kennels, without biting 
or inoculation of any sort. Again, I must here state my firm 
conviction that whenever rabies is spontaneous It arises from no 
single cause, but from a combination of causes that affect 
generally the health of the animal, and tend to 
render Mb blood impure and hie mind morose; 
and first among those causes, because it Includes so many others, 

I place confinement to the house or chain. If this be true, then 
does it not prove how unwise and iniquitous 19 the law which 
compels the dogs of any given district to be kept shut up for 
months at a time in the warmest weather! Although I may 
speak feelingly on this subject, I also speak disinterestedly, for 
the law does not affect me in the slightest. My dogs arc all at 
large now; they are chasing each other round and round the pad- 
dock like a select assortment of hairy hurricanes; but every one 
does not possess such an exercising yard, and my heart bleeds 
for the dogs many of my neighbors keep; their piteous howling 
bears ample testimony to the state of their feelings and to their 
sufferings. Thus, you see, the law does not affect the gentle¬ 
man’s dog so much as the poor man’s and the honest trades¬ 
man’s, for their animals must sorrow on the chain, or in a cellar 
or attic; the owners have but little time to attend to them, and 
so, poor things, they must often go without food and water, both 
of which, when free, they know where to find. You see, then, 
that the order to keep all dogs "under control” for a given time 
deleteriously affects the health of the animals, and may, proba¬ 
bly does, help to generate the very disease against which it was 
meant to be a protection. Let us now consider how far It could 
prevent the spread of rabies, supposing that a few really rabid 
dogs were at large. These animals take most unmeaning jour¬ 
neys ; haggard and fierce, they stagger along, on and on, as if 
chased by demons, and will vent their fury on any animal that 
comes directly in their path, but seldom turn aside to attack any 
creature. Now It seems, according to the wise and ever learned 
magisterial point of view, that in canine phraseology the words 
"under control” mean “led In a string," or “muzzled,” and most 
people do take their animals out on a string for an airing, and a 
solemn and sad procession they look, but if Mr. Mad Dog comes 
along, do you think that he will care a dime for muzzle or string? 
No; were the dogs not “under control,” they might flee and 
escape the fury of the rabid animal; so that I consider this por¬ 
tion of the Dog Act worse than a farce; it Is positively Idiotic. 

I have considered the subject In all Its bearings, and come to 
the conclusion that we can no more stamp out rabies by act of 
Parliament than we can make people sober or religious by the 
same process. Once for all, then, I think the law that orders us to 
confine our dogs Is much more honored In the breach than the 
observance. My saying so may help to console the batch of 
poor martyrs who lately put In a public appearance at Woking¬ 
ham. But what law would I have put in Its place! This, the 
law of Nature. Dogs should be free—free from muzzle and free 
from chain, and still, In a certain way, | would have them under 
control or supervision all the year round. They ought to be 
taught that It 1 b wrong to go from home to roam the streets and 
fields, without being accompanied by a human friend. When 
they do so they Invariably get Into mischief. They should never 
be left out all night at liberty, else they are certain to contract 
bad habits and disease, to say oothtng of the nuisance they may 
make themselves to the sick or wakeful, by their predilection for 
moon-baying. 

Next to food and drink, exercise is of the greatest Importance 
if we wish to keep our dogs healthy. In his natural state the 
dog Is one of the swiftest animals to be found In forest or prai¬ 
rie, Invariably running down their quarry by speed of foot, and 
if In domestication he be not well exercised, the wheels of the 
poor animal’s life seem positively to clog, evil humors that other¬ 
wise would be eliminated are retained to poison and vitiate the 
blood; the liver, a very large organ In the dog, becomes torpid, 
hardly an organ In the body performs Its functions aright; he 
gets morose,^Irritable, and probably snappish, and his whole sys¬ 


tem becomes a hotbed, so to speak, properly prepared for the 
propagation of any disease-germ that happens to alight In It. 

Dogs and all their surroundings should be kept scrupulously 
clean and sweet; the dishes fromwMch they eat and drink should 
be carefully rinsed out once a day at least. An occasional wash¬ 
ing with some medicated soap, such as Spratt’s, is very beneficial 
and the brush and comb should be run through the Jacket every 
morning. This enables the skin to perform Its duties, for there 
Is no greater mistake than the common belief that dogs perspire 
only by the mouth. The proper housing of these animals should 
receive more attention. I do not advocate too soft a bed, but It 
should be dry and warm, and the place where they sleep should 
be very well ventilated, yet free from draughts. Many people 
keep their dogs In places more filthy than any pig-sty, but such 
people are morally and physically but little superior to pigs them¬ 
selves. The railway companies deserve the very highest censure 
for their treatment of dogs traveling on their lines. The boot In 
which the poor creatures are confined Is a draughty coffin, a vile 
and filthy den, never disinfected, and hardly ever swept much 
less washed, from year’s end to year’s end, so that It la almost 
impossible for a dean-skinned dog to travel any distance therein 
without contracting mange or something worse. 

Dogs require an abundance of pure water to keep them in 
good health. This should be changed every day, and should 
always be placed so that they can reach It without scratching 
dirt In It. 

Most doge need feeding twice a day, and only twice. The 
breakfast should be very light, and the dinner, which ought to 
be served with great regularity about five or six o’clock, should 
be abundant. The food should be very clean, and freshly made 
almost every day. Oatmeal porridge is good, or white bread 
Bteeped, with sheep’s-head broth and a portion of the meat put 
with It. Boiled rice with a little well-boiled greens and Borne 
scraps of meat make a nice dinner for a toy dog. Dogs, as a 
rule, ought to have more flesh food than they generally get, and 
If we feed them on the now noted Spratt’s cake, those Bhould be 
used that contain Bay, twenty to thirty per cent, of meat. Re¬ 
trievers or collies can do with four a day, but very large dogs 
need about double. They are beet dry, because soaking deprives 
them of a considerable portion of nutriment. Mix once a week 
with the food an allowance of boiled greens, and at times a little 
sulphur. A bit of brimstone in the drinking trough Is not of the 
slightest use. All sorts of sweets, or sugar and grease, arc bad 
for dogs, and greaves is worse than all. In conclusion, never 
give paunches or sheep’s brains unless well cleaned and boiled, 
for in them reside the larvie of some of the worst forms of tape¬ 
worm; for the same reason I but mention, in order to condemn, 
the practice of allowing dogs to eat the entrails of hares and rab¬ 
bits. 

[The Berkshire magistrates seem to have seen the error of 
their ways, and handsomely acknowledged It by freeing the dogs 
once more, although two months of their time had still to run.J 
—Live Stock Journal and Fanner’s Gaulle. 


A New Idea. 

Chesterton, Ind. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The way some of your correspond¬ 
ents “abase” each other because they differ In opinion, almost 
keeps the gentleman from giving his experience on sporting mat¬ 
ters. I have for over thirty years followed the field sports abroad 
and In several states of our Union. I have seen spike collars 
forty years ago, and known parties from England, Sweden, 
France, Germany and other parts whose grandfathers used them 
for dog breaking, but only on dogs with the tempers of “govern¬ 
ment mules.” In the days gone by which “we shall never see 
the like Bgain,” a dog’s color did not enhance his value; it was 
steadiness in the field that we looked for. 

I take pleasure In reading the different opinions of brother 
sportsmen In your valuable paper, and only feel sorry when 
abuse shows itself. To the old sportsman many of their opinions 
are old, many absurd and so forth, but for all that every one 
should keep cool and remember that "there is nothing new 
under the sun.” Now, I notice In the report of the New York 
dog show that the dogs failed to find the "hidden quail,” which 
brings me to the subject I started to write upon, though I ex¬ 
pect to get a dressing from some of your readers. I claim game 
birds have no “body-Bmell;" a dog points by siyht , he scents 
the dung of the birds; training teaches him to go easy until he 
sees It; nature teaches him to rush in. When a bird la flushed 
the dog failed to see it or it had not dunged In that place. When 
It settles again “It hides” and does not dung until it begins to 
move about, “that’s where the quail shuts his scent up." That, 
is my opinion, brother sportsmen. 

A dog will sometimes point momentarily on stale dung and 
will, all know, sometimes flush a covey without having shown 
any signs that birds were there. I claim the birds had just 
alighted and not dunged, therefore the dog was not to blame. I 
have seen many a good dog punished for flushing when it would 
be just as right to punish a man for letting a twig hit him in the 
eye because he didn’t see it. I could give several instances to 
substantiate my theory, but will not waste the valuable space in 
your paper, as I am afraid I have stirred up a hornet’s nest 
already. 

Deer leave the smell of musk on the trail, foxes asBafastlda, 
bears and coon “must,” but birds “nix.” Dogs point by sight 
and nothing more; though training teaches them to stand when 
the scent gets very strong. 

I think some of our quail have found their way back from 
Dexter Park for I hear once more that old familiar sound “Bob 
White.” _ Lynx. 


The Westminster Club Dog Show.— New York .—Editor 
Chicago Field :—Your resume of the late show in New York wss 
so far satisfactory as to leave little to be said, but a few remarks 
seem not amiss from the fact that delicacy on your part might 
have suppressed that which an exhibitor might not look at In the 
same spirit of charity. 

Last year, complaints were made that the attendants were 
chosen from rather a low class, and that Impudence and neglect 
were the order of the day. My dogs (I was an exhibitor then as 
well as this year,) were neglected, notwithstanding the assurance 
that they would have good care, giving a short distance from 
the Hippodrome I took the precaution then, as I did this year, to 
give my exhibits personal attention, so that with the exception of 
a slight case of distemper my doge came home as well as thoy 
went. How well the dogs of those who lived at a distance and 
were unable to attend to them personally were taken care of, 1 
shudder to Imagine. Poor brutes, It la well for the Westminster 
Kennel Club that they were unable to have their bowls pub¬ 
lished. 

This year the club deserve credit for the care taken In select¬ 
ing attendants. As a rale the men In brown canvas were polite 
and obliging, and though I took the same precaution of seeing to 
my canine Mends myself, I had no difficulty In getting all I 
needed In the way of food, water and bedding. The mantle of 
politeness wom last year by the officers of the exhibition seemed 
this year to have fallen on the men, and, being hardly large 
enough to cover both, the officials seemed to have been compelled 
to go without tbit admirable covering. The treatment received 
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by the prize winners wee simply hoggish, some of them being 
compelled to eubmlt to that most aggravating Indignity, i. 
the laying on of hands, a thing no gentleman In authority would 
think of perpetrating, and which Is bad enough from a policeman. 
An Englishman who was among the prize takers made a remark 
in ray hearing which seemed to cover the point: “Well, ’Arry,” 
said be, “these Americans will stand a deal of ’andllng, but they 
don’t pay prizes lu that way In Ourzon 'All or the-Crystal Palls, 
do they, ladt” One can stand Impertinence from an Inferior, for 
there Is a remedy, but for a gentleman to take It from those ap¬ 
pointed to pay prizes In the last W. K. C. show Is humiliating, to 
ay the least. _ Down Charge.

Now, take your unprejudiced gun-maker or 
expert and let him carefully take down the whole gun and ex¬ 
amine It In detail, and compare It with any foreign-made breech¬ 
loader, then see which way the balance of the scales will tip. 

Prejudice Is one thing, but “facts are stubborn things. ” It Is 
about time, I think, to do away with the Idea long entertained by 
too many persons on this side of the water that anything forelgu 
Is of course a better made article than a home-made one, even to 
a gun. 

Now, take the other articles used In the gunning line. I mean 
particularly powder and shot. We do not feel obliged to cross 
the big pond to supply ourselves with satisfactory ammunition. 
Our chilled shot excel those of the English make In every re¬ 
spect, and the price la much reduced from what we paid before 
they were made by us. Our American sporting powder Is also

Also powder manufactured by the 
Americau Powder Co., in Acton, Mass., Is an excellent article, of 
remarkably clean and uniform size and grain. Dupont’s powder 
is too well known by our sportsmen to speak of at the present 
time, having been in the market for many years, and given good 
satisfaction. There Is one other sporting powder that has been 
before the shooting fraternity the past four or live years, partic¬ 
ularly, as well as favorably, known In New England, that gives 
unbounded satisfaction, i. e., the Warren powder, made In War 
ren, Me. This powder Is made of a superior quality of material. 
The saltpetre that Is used in their best kinds of powder, say 1st, 
3d and 3d qualities, is composed of 95 to 9S per cent, of pure 
nitre.

I do not pretend to know much 
about the manufacture of gun powder, but from what I can learn 
from different powder makers, I find that the superior quality of 
powder depends upon the ingredients being of the best quality, 
and to this add the number of hours that these prepared Ingredi¬ 
ents are manipulated in the mill, after being properly prepared 
and mixed. I understand that the best powders of most facto¬ 
ries that only from four to six hours have been the average time 
of running the mixing machines which grinds and mixes the 
parts together, and this extra manipulation makes the strength In 
the shooting of the powder. This company I learn run their 
mixing machine in their best qualities of powder for twenty-four 
hours, and for the other grades fifteen and six hours. It is this 
long running and grinding of the parts together In the powder 
trough that makes the extra expense, and It is also attended with 
extra danger. 

Now, In conclusion I would only say that without pre-judgiog 
or desiring to undervalue any man’s manufacture of goods, let 
each sportsman who Is Interested In gun or gun materials, look

by any made In Europe. 

As Captain Ducaigne considers the onus of proof rests on me, 
I cheerfully present my testimony, which can be corroborated by 
many of the most Bkilled gun makers, as well as dealers in this 
country; and If necessary I could give the names of several 
English gun men, whose judgment I do not think would be 
questioned. 

However, that has nothing to do with the testimony of one of 
“the would be wise ones," as that “artful dodger,” “Recapper,” 
Is pleased to call several of your correspondents, myself among 
the number, who dare to criticise the utterances of “He who 
speaks as one having authority,” and from whose judgment It is 
useless to appeal. “Recapper” must remember that one man’i 
fiat cannot rule the judgment of the age, or of the future. If 
Young America takes “Recapper's” opinions as he would a dose 
of castor oil, with a perfect yell, “Recapper" must not be foolish 
enough to stand like the Pharisee of old on the corner of the 
street, and with uplifted bands, thank Hod that be is not like 
other men. 

If “Recapper” is the close observer he would have us believe 
he must know the editor of the Chicago Field has no favoritism 
to show, but will give all a fair hearing. Here I will let up, for 
life is short, and I do not want to talk “Recapper” to death just 
yet, for I enjoy many of hlB various articles, which I always read, 
and, like Oliver Twist, “cry for more.” 

Now for Capt. R. E. Ducaigne, whom I picture with a great 
army cloak buckled around him, and with Diogenes lantern and 
an awkward squad facing the bleak and cheerless winds of March 
In search of the “honest man” who made gun-barrels In this 
land of the West that In all respects equaled the very best from 
Europe. I al 60 pictured his return, careworn and weather 
beaten, time wasted and money gone, from his fruitless expe¬ 
dition In the endeavor to discover that an honest gun-barrel 
maker ever sojourned In this wilderness. I fancied that on his 
return to camp he dismissed his consulting engineers, sat down 
upon his camp stool and hurriedly penned the summons to “Dale 
Hlghlaud” for an unconditional surrender of the evideuce 
he claimed to hold. And now, Captain, just picture Dale’s 
astonishment, when the Chicago Field —that giant of the 
West—came mounted behind the Iron-horse and drew rein at 
the ancient city of Syracuse, and deposited In the bands of the 
government officers stationed there, your summons. Oh, 
Captain I little did I dream of propounding a conumdrum that 
even your time or money could not solve. I fear you have been 
sleeping on your post. Galileo’s truth prevails, the world still 
moves, and America with it. When I made the statement that I 
had seen as good gun-barrels made in this country as any made 
In Europe, I did It honestly, and, in my Innocence, supposed the 
fact was patent to every gentleman of the Captain's conceded 
ability. 

The Wesson Arms Co., 8pringfield, Mass., U. 8. A., Is the name 
of’the firm I had reference to, and who, at an expense of over 
$100,000, did produce not only as good gun barrels as any made 
in Europe, but did more wonderful things; they manufactured 
double-barrel breech-loading shot guns, that for material, work¬ 
manship and finish have been acknowledged by English gun- 
makers of known ability to be the equal of any made in Europe. 


I will also aay, and have no fears of auccesafull contradiction, that 
for a like number of guns of the Wesson make, that no one maker 
In all Europe ever equaled them for material or workmanship, and 
If the Captain has any desire to question this statement, or has 
any doubt of my ability to judge a guu let him procure one of the

The Breaking Strain or Powders on Hun Actions, Etc. 

Among our various remarks referring to the theu proposed 
trial of explosives, etc., we stated that we Intended to show the 
superior strength of the top connection between the barrels and 
break-off of hinged breech-loading guns over the bolt at the base. 
Mr. Greener's action happening to combine these two bolts In 
such a way as to allow of their separate use; we had a 10-bore 
so constructed by him that the top cross-bolt (d) could be readily 
removed from its hole (e) or applied at will. This allowed of 
one barrel being first fired with the bolt In position, and then 
after removing the bolt, firing the other. To this action we had 
a little apparatus fixed by Mr. Mitchell, of 35 Great Windmill 
street, as shown in the annexed engraving: 



By this arrangement a piece of silver paper can be strained be¬ 
tween the hook ( b) on the break-off and the screw-clip (a a) at¬ 
tached to the barrels, so that when any separation takes place 
during an explosion the paper breaks. To prevent the possibility 
of any doubt as to this being caused by the jar of the explosion 
both barrels are loaded equally, after which one Is fired with the 
bolt in, and then supposing no breakage occurs, the bolt Is re¬ 
moved and the other barrel discharged. 

Experimenting in this way, we found that In Mr. Greener's ac¬ 
tion no breakage occurred, either with the bolt In or out, using 
any charge of powder which the cartride case could be made to 
hold, until wo charged It with sixty grains of the "Bllssett” sam¬ 
ple of Schultxe powder, considerably compressed, a thin felt wad, 
and two ounces of shot, when the discharge of the first barrel 
(with the bolt in) produced no effect on the paper, but on remov¬ 
ing the bolt the second discharge broke It up completely. Re¬ 
peating this experiment the same result again occurred, which we 
considered conclusive as to this powder. After this we confined 
our experiments to the Schultze of 1877-8, that of 1878-9 used 
at the recent trial, and Nos. 3 and 6 of Curtis & Harvey’s black 
powder, as follows: the shot In each case being two ounces No. 
6 Introduced from the muzzle after charging the cartridge case 
with powder and an ordinary felt wad. In each case the bolt 
was in position with the firing of the first barrel, and was removed 
afterwards; but with the bolt in position the paper remained in¬ 
tact up to the last: 

Powder. Basalt. 

1. 5 drachms Cnrtls A Harvey No. 6.No breakage 

*. " " “ No. 3.Ditto. 

3. 65 grains Scboltze 1877-8 ...Ditto. 

4. •’ “ 1878-9 .Ditto.

7, 65 grains Schultze 1877-8. Ditto.

In the last case there was not only complete breakage of pa¬ 
per, but such a permanent opening of the breech or the gun as to 
stop the experiment. 

We intended to perform the above experiments in public, but 
we have been prevented by the following causes: First, the main 
trial occupied our time up to May 9, after which the season was 
so far advanced that the ground could not be spared by the club 
except during the early morning, or could only be used subject to 
the consent of any players who might happen to be present. As 
a consequence we could not fix a day; and even on Monday, the 
18th of May, when we tested Mr. Rigby’s gun, as mentioned last 
week, and also tried our new pressure gauge In the presence of 
several other gentlemen. Including Mr. Plgou and Mr. Griffiths, 
we were obliged to obtain the consent of the players who were 
present, but fortunately, no objection was made.— London Field. 

Troubled with Poachers.— Dover, Buffalo Co., WIs. — Edi¬ 
tor Chicago Field: —I have a grievance I wish to lay before you, 
and a* you seem to be the arbiter among the sporting fraternity, 
perhaps you can furnish a remedy. I have for forty years been 
an ardent admirer of good looking women, fine stepping horses, 
a close shooting rifle and a dog that I could risk my life on In a 
bear fight.

A few days 
since a party of ladlee and gents drove up to my house with a 
cane brake Btlcklng from the back end of their wagon, and asked 
permission to fish. I told them no; but tbe ladles said they had 
never seen a trout and I must let them catch Just a few. I told 
the gentlemen to put their horses In the stable and amuse them¬ 
selves as best they could with my tame deer and Berkshire pigs 
whilst the ladlee and myself caught trout enough for dinner. * ’ 
Just Bee wbat a fool I made of myself by not permitting 
the gents to accompany us. We were having fine luck when 
one of the ladles stepped In a rat hole and crawled out with tbe 
blackest,muddiest gaiter and hose you ever saw. Here was a fix. 
Tbe bank was so steep she could not get to the water, and the 
gents half a mile off. Comprehending my duty at once, I got 
down to the water, pulled my hat over my face to bide my 
blushes, took a No. 3 foot In my granger fist, and soon made It 
look almost as good as new. A few days after Mrs. H. went 
out to catch a few for supper. Knowing her to be an export 
I warned ber not to overdo tbe thing. She was gone one hour 
and twenty minutes, and brought back, with my daughter to 
help her, sixty-three first-class speckled beauties.

Mb. McShbeut to Mr. Van Dyke.—Db. Carver’s Shoot¬ 
ing.—L ogansport, Ind .—Editor Chicago Field :—In your last I 
notice a communication from Mr. T. 8. Van Dyke in which the 
following passage occurs: "There Is little difference between this 
(glass balls) and shooting at coins. * • * But strangely 
enough none of the accounts tell us how far be shoots at these, 
how many he misses, or how many be balks on I” I will en¬ 
lighten Mr. Van Dyke on this subject. During Dr. Carver’s stay 
here last week he shot at fifteen nickels and missed one; at ten 
flfty-ceutcoins without a miss; at two Mexican trade dollars, 
and, for aught we know, these latter may be going yet, being bit 
with a Winchester carrying a 44-100 ball. He stood exactly 
thirty feet from the thrower. 

Again, Mr. Van Dyke says: “Dr. Carver knows very well that 
for ehootlDg game something vastly different from this (glass 
ball shooting) Is required. He knows he would never shoot at 
game at any distance as he does at balls."
